SEASON. 

The  season  of  1879  has  been  comparatively  dry,  and  the  complaints  during  the  growing  season 

vere  quite  general  that  the  crops  were  suffering  for  want  of  rain.    The  unfavorable  results  of 

he  drouth  on  the  various  crops  were  over-estimated,  as  will  be  seen  as  they  are  reported  upon 

ereafter.    The  year  1879  will  long  be  remembered  by  the  farmers  of  Illinois  as  the  dawning  of 

jtter  times.    Altogether,  there  has  not  been  a  more  encouraging  season  for  producers  during 

(e  last  twenty  years.    The  returns  for  the  crops  marketed  during  the  year  have  been  highly 

itisfactory,  and  have  inspired  great  confidence  m  the  future,  and  enthused  many  a  heretofore 

espondent  farmer,  who  has  been  struggling  unsuccessfully  for  years  against  the  strong  current 

f  business  depression  and  accumulating  indebtedness.    The  receipts  from  the  fair  crops  of  1877 

nd  1878  have  enabled  the  majority  of  Illinois  farmers  to  regain  their  feet,  and  save  something. 

titer  paying  current  expenses.    The  unusually  large  returns  from  the  crops  of  the  closing  year 

nas  provided  a  large  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  producer  with  which  to  cancel  obligations  or 

increase  the  bank  deposits  of  farmers  not  encumbered  with  liabilities.    The  bank  ledgers  have 

iot  made  such  a  favorable  showing  for  farmers  during  the  past  fifteen  years  as  at  present.    As 

m  illustration  of  the  improved  financial  condition  of  agriculturists,  the  returns  of  the  last  three 

Wheat  Crops  of  the  State  are  given.    The  Corn  and  other  crops  will  be  considered  in  the  report 

in  order. 

WHEAT  CROPS. 

The  average  yield  per  acre  of  the  Wheat  Crops  of  1877,  1878  and  1879  exceeds  that  of  any  cor- 
isponding  period,  and  is  as  follows  :  1877,  16.4  bushels  per  acre  ;  1878,  14.6  bushels  per  acre  ; 
*79,  18.75  bushels  per  acre— an  average  for  the  three  years  of  16.58  bushels  per  acre.  The  total 
leld  of  Wheat  raised  in  the  State,  for  the  three  years  named,  exceeds  that  of  any  similar 
eriod.  as  will  be  seen  by  the  following  figures  :  The  yield  for  1877  was  32,490,556  bushels  ;  1878, 
J.883,398  bushels  ;  1879,  45,417,661  bushels— averaging  37,263,871  bushels  per  year.  The  value  of 
le  last  three  crops  of  Wheat  is  as  follows  :  1877,  .$38,002,082  ;  1878,  $27,059,460  ;  1879,  $39,930,039 
-an  average  of  $33,997,393,  which,  on  a  gold  basis,  has  never  been  equalled  in  any  former 
eriod. 

CORN. 

The  season,  which  the  meteorological  tables  indicate  to  have  been  very  dry,  was  not  so  unfavor- 
)le  to  the  yield  as  generally  predicted  previous  to  the  gathering  of  the  crop.  The  more  thorough 
and  frequent  cultivation  of  the  crop,  necessitated  by  the  dry  season,  has  had  much  to  do  with  the 
unusually  large  average  yield  per  acre.  The  largest  yields  are  reported  on  the  low  and  usually 
wet  lands,  not  available  for  cultivation  in  ordinary  seasons.  The  fall  season  has  been  quite  favor- 
able for  gathering  Corn,  and  excepting  a  few  localities  the  crop  was  saved  in  excellent  condition. 
The  quality  of  the  present  Corn  crop  will  not  compare  favorably  with  that  of  some  previous  years, 
owing  to  the  continued  drouth,  which  was  quite  general  over  the  State  during  and  after  the  plant- 
ing season.  The  early  frost  seriously  injured  the  late  planted  Corn,  much  of  which  is  loose  on  the 
cob,  chaffy  and  of  light  weight.  In  some  portions  of  the  State  the  wind  storms  prostrated  the 
Corn,  and  the  succeeding  rains  seriously  damaged  the  crop.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  acreage 
of 'the  crop  for  the  year,  as  hereafter  reported,  is  less  than  that  named  in  the  June  Crop  Circular, 
which  estimate  was  based  upon  the  reported  acreage  of  the  previous  year.  The  Corn  acreage  given 
in  this  report  was  made  up  from  the  assessors'  returns  for  1878,  and  the  increase  or  decrease  in  each 
county  in  1879  is  based  upon  the  reports  of  correspondents  of  this  Department. 
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The  1879  Corn  crop  is  the  largest  on  record,  and  exceeds  the  great  crop  of  1875  by  over  twenty 
five  million  (25,913,377)  bushels.  The  present  crop  of  305,913,377  bushels  was  grown  on  7,918,88*  ] 
acres,  which  is  believed  to  be  much  below  the  actual  Corn  area  of  the  State.  The  average  yield 
is  a  fraction  over  38  bushels  per  acre— the  largest,  with  two  exceptions,  during  'the  past  twenty 
years.  The  price  per  bushel,  since  the  crop  was  gathered,  has  liberally  remunerated  the  pro- 
ducer, and  has  been  rather  more  than  the  large  crop  would  seem  to  warrant  for  the  medium 
quality  of  much  of  the  Corn  marketed.  The  speculative  demand,  as  the  extent  of  the  crop 
is  better  known,  will  cease  in  a  measure.  The  supply  of  the  better  grades  is  comparatively 
limited,  but  the  current  or  even  better  prices  may  be  reasonably  expected  for  Corn  that  will 
pass  inspection.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  table  that  the  value  to  farmers  of  the  1879  j 
crop,  on  a  gold  basis,  largely  exceeds  that  of  any  former  year,  except  1864,  and  the  return,  on  tlua 
same  basis,  has  never  yielded  the  farmer  more  money  per  acre. 


WINTER  WHEAT. 


The  present  condition  of  the  growing  crop  is  up  to  a  good  average.  The  rapid  improvement 
of  Winter  Wheat  after  the  fall  rains  gave  great  encouragement  concerning  the  outlook,  and 
notwithstanding  the  serious  injury  from  drouth  and  the  Hessian  fly  over  a  large  portion  of  the 
State,  the  increased  vigor  and  rapid  growth  of  the  crop,  at  time  of  receiving  reports  from  cor- 
respondents, inspired  much  confidence  in  the  outcome  of  the  crop.  The  most  critical  period  has 
yet  to  be  passed,  and  the  present  bright  prospects  may  be  soon  dispelled  by  the  injurious  effects 
of  a  winter  and  spring  season  of  common  occurrence,  in  which  the  thawing  and  freezing,  with 
strong  winds,  fatally  expose  the  roots  of  the  Wheat  plant  thrown  out  by  the  heaving  of  frost. 
This  crop  is  now  cultivated  in  every  county  in  the  State,  and  the  acreage 'and  condition  is  noted 
in  the  Wheat  table,  published  in  this  report,  for  all  except  the  counties  of  Bureau,  Lee  and  Mar- 
shall, which  failed   to  make  report.    There  is  a  largely  increased  acreage  of  Winter  Wheat, 


when  compared  with  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  amounts  to  525,891   acres,  which  is  one- 
fourth  more  than  that  seeded  in  the  fall  of  1878.    The  area  of  the  pre; 
against  that  of  2,131,336  acres  harvested  last  season.    Nearly  one-third  of  this  large  increase  in 


acreage  is  located  in  the  northern  half  of  the  State,  where,  until  of  late  years,  Spring  Wheat 
has  been  grown  almost  exclusively.  The  increased  attention  given  to  the  culture  of  Winter 
Wheat,  north  of  the  40th  parallel,  during  the  last  few  years,  and  the  causes  for  this  new  depar- 
ture are  worthy  of  special  consideration,  and  the  following  table  is  given  to  show  the  steady 
northward  march  of  Winter  Wheat  in  Illinois  the  last  five  years,  which  has  an  area  enlarged 
from  163,259  acres,  in  1876,  to  335,717  acres  in  1880.  The  uncertainty  of  the  returns  from  Spring 
Wheat— the  frequent  destruction  of  the  crops  by  chinch  bugs,  the  low  average  yield  per  acre, 
and  price  per  bushel,  when  compared  with  Winter  Wheat,  with  same  expense  for  seeding  and 
harvesting,  and  the  unexpected  success  the  last  few  vears  attending  the  culture  of  Winter 
Wheat,  in  the  northern  counties  of  the  State,  have  been  the  most  prominent  influences  in  bring- 
ing about  the  change.

)tal  of  844,097  acres,  which  at  the  same  average  as  realized  per  acre  for  Winter  Wheat  would  have 
lade  a  difference  in  favor  of  the  producers  of  $4,963,280,  or  $5  88  per  acre,  the  average  of  the 
difference  in  favor  of  Winter  Wheat,  as  shown  in  the  table.

Summary. 


The  experiments  as  to  the  varieties  of  Winter  Wheat  best  adapted  to  the  northern  counties  of 
the  State,  the  modes  of  culture,  and  other  tests  likely  to  aid  in  determining  the  question,  are 
receiving  more  attention  than  heretofore,  and  with  a  season  of  the  average  low  temperature  the 
experience  with  the  present  crop  will  go  far  in  deciding  as  to  the  advisability  of  increasing,  in  the 
future,  the  Winter  Wheat  acreage  northward. 

WINTER  RYE. 

This  crop  is  cultivated  in  all  the  counties  in  the  State,  and  reports  are  given  in  the  table  pub- 
lished in  this  report  of  the  acreage  and  condition  in  all  except  the  counties  of  Bond,  Hardin,  Lee, 
Mason  and  Morgan.  The  crop  is  grown  principally  for  winter  and  early  spring  pastures.  The 
acreage  of  the  growing  crop  is  not  quite  as  large  as  last  seasen,  and  the  condition  is  about  up  to  a 
good  average.  The  area  seeded  to  Winter  Rye  this  fall  is  218.941  acres,  against  235,742  acres  the 
previous  year.  The  Rye  crop  harvested  in  1879  was  valued,  at  time  of  harvest,  at  nearly  two 
million  ($1,991,404)  dollars.  In  extent  of  area  Winter  Rye  ranks  fourth  in  importance  among  the 
cereals  grown  in  the  State. 

IRISH    POTATOES. 

There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  acreage  of  Irish  Potatoes  in  1879  over  that  of  the  previous  sea- 
son. The  partial  returns  of  the  assessors  for  1878  has  been  used  as  a  basis  for  estimating  the  area 
of  Irish  Potatoes  for  the  past  season,  as  well  as  for  the  average  yield  and  value  of  the  1877  and  1878 
crops.  The  tables  on  pages  24  and  25  of  this  report  shows  the  acreage,  yield  and  value  of  the  1879 
crop  in  the  State,  by  counties.  The  following  table,  excepting  the  last  three  years,  was  compiled 
from  the  reports  of  the  National  Department  of  Agriculture.

ILLINOIS  HOG  CROP. 

The  number  of  Hogs  reported  by  assessors  in  May,  1879,  is  over  half  a  million  (536,499)  less  than 
for  the  previous  year.  The  number  fatted  for  this  season's  market  shows  a  proportionate  decrease, 
amounting  to  361,197  hogs,  when  compared  with  1878.  The  average  weight  net  per  head  of  the  fat  hogs 
marketed  this  season  is  estimated  to  be  about  the  same  as  for  1878,  which  was  210  pounds.  The  in- 
crease in  price  in  1879  over  that  of  1878  has  largely  made  up  for  the  reduced  number,  which  only  lacks 
$84,323  of  returning  the  feeder  the  same  amount  as  received  for  the  previous  hog  crop.  It  will  be 
seen  from  the  following  table  that  the  1879  hog  crop— the  largest  ever  produced  in  the  State  ex- 
cepting the  years  1871-2-3-4-5-6-8— returns  the  producer  less  money  than  any  hog  crop  since 
1862,  the  difference  between  gold  and  currency  is  not  taken  into  consideration.  The  following 
returns  of  the  number  of  hogs  assessed  each  year  since  1856,  appear  in  the  reports  of  the  State 
Auditor.  The  net  weights  since  and  including  the  year  1865,  as  well  as  the  average  net  value  per 
100  pounds,  is  taken  from  the  Cincinnati  Commercial,  except  as  noted.

DISEASES  OF  SWINE. 

The  loss  of  swine  by  disease,  in  1879,  is  less  than  for  several  years  past.  The  increased  attention 
given  to  the  sanitary  management  of  swine,  has  doubtless  had  much  to  do  with  the  decreased 
mortality.  The  comparatively  dry  season  of  1879  is  believed  by  some  correspondents  to  have  been 
favorable  to  the  health  o'f  swine.  The  loss  by  disease  has  been  mainly  confined  to  pigs  and  shoats. 
The  table  on  pages  36  and  37  gives,  by  counties,  the  loss  of  hogs  by  disease  during  the  past 
year.    For  the  last  four  years  the  aggregate  loss  of  hogs,  to  ihe  State  from  disease  is  as  follows :

The  average  loss  each  year  for  the  years  named  above  is  a  fraction  over  12  per  cent,  of  the  number 
assessed  and  amounting  to  81, 296, 626 . 

SHEEP  KILLED  BY  DOGS. 

The  following  table  shows  about  the  same  per  centage  of  loss  of  Sheep  killed  by  dogs  in  1879  as  for 
previous  years.  The  number  of  Sheep  assessed  in  May,  1879,  is  70,  344  head  more  than  for  the 
previous  year.  The  last  General  Assembly  passed  a  law  for  the  relief  of  flockmasters,  which  it  is 
believed  will  license  a  great  many  worthless  dogs  out  of  existence,  and  insure  the  early  payment 
for  damages  resulting  from  loss  or  injury  to  Sheep  by  dogs,  othef  than  their  own,  of  the  full  amount 
proved .

Summary. 


BEEF  CATTLE. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  Fat  Cattle  marketed  in  this  State  during  the  past 
twenty-four  years.  The  number  assessed  is  used  as  a  basis  for  estimating  the  number  marketed 
each  year  since  1855.  The  average  gross  weight  per  head,  and  the  price  per  100  pounds  live  weight 
of  Beef  Cattle  is  compiled  from  the  reports  of  the  Chicago  markets  since  1861— prior  to  that  date  it 
is  believed  the  estimates  are  below  the  facts,  could  they  be  obtained.  The  number  of  Cattle 
marketed  in  1879  exceeds  that  of  any  previous  year,  and  the  average  weight  per  head  is  greater 
than  heretofore,  The  price  with  one  exception  (1878)  is  lower  than  in  any  previous  year  named  in 
the  table,  which  largely  reduces  the  returns  to  the  feeder.  The  receipts  from  Fat  Cattle  for  1879 
is  less  than  that  of  any  year,  except  1878,  since  1866!  The  improvement  in  the  quality  of  Fat  Cattle 
is  frequently  mentioned  by  correspondents,  as  well  as  the  increased  profits  attending  the  market- 
ing of  early  matured  cattle.  The  ambition  of  cattle  feeders  of  this  State  to  supply  the  market 
with  Cattle,  not  excelled  in  quality  and  finish,  has  been  attained  in  an  eminent  degree.  The 
determination  of  the  more  prominent  cattle  men  to  sustain  the  high  reputation  of  Illinois  cattle 
in  the  home  and  foreign  markets  will  insure  still  greater  improvement  in  the  form,  distribution  of 
meat  in  the  best  parts,  with  lighter  "fifth  quarter,"  results  that  can  be  obtained  only.by  improved 
breeding  and  the  most  skillful  feeding.  The  incentive  to  reach  the  highest  standard  of 
excellence  m  point  of  early  maturity  and  superior  quality  of  meat,  will  spur  both  breeder  and 
feeder  to  produce  animals  that  at  an  early  age  will  furnish  ripe,  juicy,  tender,  well  marbled  meat 
of  a  quaiity  now  seldom  seen  in  the  stalls  of  the  best  butchers  on  either  continent.

The  average  gross  weight  per  head 
and  the  value  per  100  pounds,  live  weight,  except  as  noted,  has  been  obtained  from  the  market 
reports  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  and  while  the  weight,  price  and  number  marketed  each  year  will  be 
considered  by  authorities  as  somewhat  below  the  average,  the  table  will  serve  a  valuable  purpose 
in  furnishing  more  complete  information  than  has  heretofore  been  given  concerning  the  Sheep 
industry  of  the  State,  which  is  an  important  and  growing  interest  worthy  of  more  attention  and 
encouragement.

DIVERSITY  OF  CROPS. 


Illinois  has  an  area,  according  to  the  census  report,  of  55,410  square  miles,  or,  according  to  the 
State  Auditor,  of  55,872  square  miles,  or  over  34,511,444  acres,  an  area  of  nearly  one-half  that  of  the 
.British  Isles,  or  one-quarter  that  of  France.  From  an  article  in  late  report  of  this  department, 
on  the  "Agriculture  of  Illinois,"  by  Hon.  W.  C.  Flagg,  the  following  extract  is  made  : 

"The  soil  of  this  vast  plain  is  said  to  be  mainly  founded  on  drift  from  more  northern  localities. 
"  The  subsoil  over  a  large  part  of  the  State  is  usually  a  yellow  clay,  but  in  some  of  the  northern 
"  counties  it  is  gravel,  and  occasionally,  especially  in  the  Grand  Prairie  region,  the  lower  form 
"  ation  of  blue  clay  comes  near  the  surface.  The  river  bluffs  are  more  or  less  covered  with  a 
"  calcareous  deposit  called  'loess,'  of  uniform  character,  and  occasionally  of  great  thickness. 
"  The  surface  soil  varies  still  more  than  the  subsoil ;  it  seems  to  be  more  coarse  and  open  in  the 
"  north,  and  more  finely  commuted  and  close  going  southward,  following  in  this  respect  the 
"  general  analogy  of  the  drift.  An  important  practical  consequence  of  this  is  the  less  liability 
"  of  plants  in  the  finer  soil  to  damage  from  extreme  dry  cold  or  dry  heat.  Another  consequence 
"  is  that  the  northern  soils  are  warmer,  and  are  often  planted  with  crops  as  early  in  the  spring 
"  as  the  southern." 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  that  nearly  all  the  crops  grown  in  the  United  States 
receive  more  or  less  attention  in  Illinois.  The  length  of  the  State  from  northern  to  southern 
boundary  is  over  370  miles,  while  at  the  widest  part  it  is  over  two  hundred  miles  from  the  east 
to  the  west  line.  In  this  extended  range  of  latitude  agriculture  can  be  diversified  more  than 
elsewhere,  and  with  a  soil  whose  fertility  seems  practically  inexhaustible,  the  previous  results 
in  the  large  contributions  to  the  world's  markets  of  meat  and  cereals  may  be  considered  as  only 
the  initiatory  steps  to  the  returns  that  may  be  reasonably  expected  in  the  near  future  with  proper 
drainage  and  more  thorough  cultivation.  There  is  great  and  increasing  interest  manifested  in 
the  subject  of  drainage,  which  cannot  be  better  illustrated  than  by  the  statement  of  the  fact  of 
the  successful  establishment,  within  a  few  years,  of  over  three  hundred  drail  tile  manufactories, 
located  in  a  large  majority  of  the  counties  in  the  State.  The  soirit  of  improvement  in  the  better 
modes  of  farming  is  widespread,  and  is  more  apparent  to  the  observer  each  succeeding  year. 
The  profits  received  from  late  crops  has  provided  necessary  means  and  given  an  unparalleled  im- 

Eetus  to  the  more  thorough  and  profitable  modes  of  farming.  This  change  for  tne  better  is  attested 
y  the  increased  attention  given  to  the  improvement  in  quality  of  the  various  meat  and  dairy 
breeds  of  animals  the  demand  for  the  best  varieties  of  cereals,  and  the  more  thorough  prepara- 
tion of  the  ground  for  seeding,  as  well  as  the  cultivation  of  the  growing  crops.  The  following 
tables,  giving  the  official  agricultural  statistics  as  returned  by  assessors,  of  the  area  and  yield 
of  crops  grown  in  the  State  for  the  years  1877  and  1878.  are  very  imperfect  and  far  from  satis- 
factory. These  partial  returns  may  serve  a  purpose,  as  a  basis  for  approximating  the  extent  and 
yield  of  the  various  crops  grown  in  the  State.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  that  over  one-third 
of  the  area  of  the  State  is  not  included  in  the  returns.    The  present  law  for  the  collection  of

CORRESPONDENT'S  REMARKS, 


ADAMS.— The  acreage  of  Winter  Wheat  is 
much  larger  than  last  season.  The  condition  is 
not  up  to  an  average,  owing  to  the  dry  weather 
during  the  fall.  In  some  localities  the  Wheat 
was  injured  by  the  fly.  Winter  Rye  is  in  good 
condition  and  the  acreage  is  about  the  same  as 
last  season.  Corn  is  of  excellent  quality,  and 
the  yield  per  acre  is  much  above  an  average. 
The  number  of  Hogs  ready  for  market  is  less 
than  for  corresponding  time  last  season.  The 
supply  of  Beef  Cattle  is  about  the  same  as  in 
December,  1878-     Mutton  Sheep  have  been  in 

freat  demand,  and  there  is  a  limited  supply, 
he  loss  of  Hogs  by  cholera  is  not  large,  and  is 
principally  confined  to  small  pigs.  The  flocks  of 
Sheep  have  either  been  better  cared  for  or  the 
dogs  nave  been  watched  more  carefully,  as  very 
few  Sheep  have  been  killed  the  past  season. 

ALEXANDER.— Winter    Wheat   looks  very 

Eromising,  and  with  favorable  weather  will  soon 
e  up  to  a  good  average  in  condition.  The  acre- 
age is  larger  than  last  season.  Winter  Rye  is 
looking  well,  and  the  area  about  the  same  as 
last  season.  Corn  was  saved  in  good  order,  and 
the  yield  per  acre  is  up  to  an  average.  Hogs, 
Sheep  and  Cattle  ready  for  market  have  brought 
good  prices,  and  there  is  a  limited  supply  on 
hand,  compared  with  other  years.  There  has 
been  considerable  loss  this  season  from  Hog 
cholera— some  localities  have  suffered  largely, 
while  other  sections  of  the  county  have  been 
comparatively  free  from  the  disease.  The 
weather  has  been  very  unfavorable  for  farm 
work  during  the  months  of  November  and  De- 
cember, owing  to  excessive  rains.  Farm  crops 
find  a  ready  market  at  good  prices,  and  farmers 
express  great  hope  for  the  future. 

BOND.— The  condition  of  Winter  Wheat  is 
unusually  promising,  and  in  some  localities  the 
rank  growth  made  it  necessary  to  pasture. 
The  acreage  is  much  larger  than  last  season, 
and  there  are  few  complaints  of  injury  by  the 
Hessian  fly.  Very  little  Winter  Rye  grown  in 
this  county;  the  acreage  about  same  as  last 
year ;  the  condition  is  up  to  a  good  average. 
Corn  was  saved  in  good  condition  ;  the  yield  per 
acre  is  more  than  double  that  of  last  season,  and 
is  much  above  the  average  for  this  county; 
weather  has  been  favorable  for  husking  and 
cribbing.  Young  Horses  during  the  past  season 
have  suffered  from  a  sort  of  distemper  which 
prevailed  in  many  parts  of  the  county,  A  cater- 
pillar, peculiar  to  Walnut  trees,  has  infested 
those  near  houses,  but  has  not  been  seen  on 
such  trees  in  the  forest,  Hog  cholera  has  been 
quite  severe  in  some  portions  of  the  county ; 
the  disease  has  been  confined  principally  to 
pigs  and  young  shoats.  The  supply  of  market- 
able Hogs  is  less  than  last  season  ;  the  price  of 
pork  is  better  than  last  season.  Beef  Cattle 
nave  been  marketed  more  rapidly  this  season 
than  last,  and  the  supply  is  less  than  for  same 
date  in  1878. 


BOONE.— There  is  a  very  large,  increase  in 
the  acreage  of  Winter  Wheat  over  last  year, 
and  the  condition  is  above  an  average.  Winter 
Rye  is  looking  well :  the  area  is  larger  than 
last  season.  Corn  is  bringing  a  good  price,  and 
the  average  yield  per  acre  for  the  county  is 
about  as  large  as  last  season.  Farm  Animals 
are  generally  healthy  and  in  good  condition. 
The  supply  of  marketable  Hogs  is  much  less 
than  usual  for  the  season.  Fat  Cattle  have  been 
marketed  more  freely  than  usual,  and  the  sup- 
ply is  limited.  Considerable  attention  is  being 
paid  to  Sheep  Husbandry,  and  the  returns  are 
very  encouraging.  The  acreage  of  Orchards  in 
the  county  is  less  than  last  year. 

BROWN.— The  Winter  Wheat  acreage  is  much 
larger  than  last  season,  and  the  condition  is 
nearly  up  to  an  average.  There  is  a  smaller 
area  of  Winter  Rye  than  in  1878,  and  the  condi- 
tion is  nearly  up  to  an  average.  Corn  has  gen- 
erally been  saved  in  excellent  condition,  and 
the  yield  is  much  better  than  in  1878.  Farm  an- 
imals are  healthy  and  in  good  condition.  The 
loss  from  Hog  cholera  has  been  small.  There  are 
not  as  many  Fat  Hogs  ready  for  market  as  last 
season  akthis  date.  The  supply  of  Cattle  is  not 
up  to  that  of  1878  for  corresponding  season. 
There  is  more  interest  in  Sheep  breeding  than 
heretofore,  and  th«  number  ready  for  market  is 
larger  than  usual, 

BUREAU.— Winter  Wheat  was  sown  more  ex- 
tensively this  season  than  heretofore,  and  the 
crop  is  looking  well.  Winter  Rye  is  above  an 
average  in  condition  and  the  acreage  is  larger 
than  last  season.  Corn  is  nearly  all  cribbed  in 
excellent  condition  and  the  yield  per  acre  is 
more  than  last  season  ;  there  is  some  complaint 
that  the  corn  is  loose  on.  the  cob  and  of  light 
weight.  There  has  been  some  loss  by  Hog 
cholera,  which,  with  the  reduced  number  of 
Hogs  fatted  for  market,  leaves  a  limited  sup- 
ply on  hand  compared  with  same  date  in  last 
season.  The  supply  of  Fat  Cattle  and  Sheep 
preparing  for  market  is  about  the  same  as  usual. 
The  weather  has  been  generally  favorable  for 
gathering  corn  and  for  farm  work. 

CALHOUN,— Winter  Wheat  is  up  to  an  aver- 
age in  condition  ;  the  present  acreage  is  larger 
than  that  of  last  season  ;  in  some  localities 
there  has  been  complaint  of  injury  by  the  Hes- 
sian fly.  Winter  Rye  looks  promising ;  the 
acreage  is  about  the  same  as  last  year.  The 
average  yield  of  Corn  per  acre  for  the  county  is 
much  larger  than  last  season,  but  is  not  up  to 
estimates  made  previous  to  cribbing  ;  the  qual- 
ity in  many  localities  is  very  inferior.  There 
is  no  disease  among  farm  animals  worthy  of 
note,  and  the  condition  is  good.  The  supply  of 
fat  Hogs  is  less  than  usual  for  this  season.  Beef 
Cattle  on  hand  in  about  the  same  number  as 
last  year  at  this  date.  The  yield  per  acre  of 
Irish  and  Sweet  Potatoes  is  below  an  average. 
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CARROLL,— The  condition  of  Winter  Wheat 
is  promising,  and  the  acreage  is  much  larger 
than  heretofore.  The  area  of  Winter  Rye  is  not 
as  great  as  last  season  ;  the  condition  is  up  to  a 
good  average.  The  yield  of  Corn  per  acre  is 
good,  some  better  than  last  season,  and  the 
crop  is  bringing  a  paying  price.  There  has  been 
considerable  loss  from  hog  cholera  in   many 

Sarts  of  this  county.  The  supply  of  marketable 
togs  is  much  less  than  for  the  same  time  last 
season.  Beef  Cattle  have  been  shipped  more 
freely  than  heretofore,  and  the  supp,y  on  hand 
is  limited.  The  loss  of  sheep  by  dogs  this 
season  has  been  more  than  usual.  The  yield 
per  acre  of  Irish  and  Sweet  Potatoes  was  good. 

CASS.— The  condition  of  winter  wheat  is  much 
below  an  average,  owing  to  the  long  continued 
drouth  during  the  fall ;  in  some  localities  there 
has  been  some  complaint  of  injury,  the  result 
of  Hessian  fly  •  the  acreage  is  much  larger  than 
last  season  ;  since  the  late  rains  the  condition 
is  improviug  rapidly  and  prospects  are  encour- 
aging for  a  larger  crop  of  wheat  than  that  of 
the  past  year.  There  is  but  little  change  in  the 
area  of  Rye  when  compared  with  1878  ;  the  con- 
dition is  improving,  and  with  continued  favora- 
ble weather  will  soon  be  up  to  a  good  average. 
There  has  been  considerable  Hog  cholera  the 
past  season  in  some  localities,  confined  mainly 
to  spring  pigs  :  the  supply  of  marketable  Hogs 
is  very  limited.  The  number  of  Fat  Cattle 
ready  for  market  is  much  below  that  of  1878  for 
corresponding  date. 

CHAMPAIGN.— The  condition  of  Wheat  Is 
above  an  average,  and  the  acreage  is  largely  in- 
creased when  compared  with  1878  ;  some  com- 
Slaint  of  damage  by  fly.  The  acreage  of  Winter 
:ye  is  not  so  large  as  last  season  ;  the  condition 
is  good.  The  greater  part  of  the  Corn  crop  has 
been  saved  in  good  condition  ;  the  yield  per 
acre  is  larger  than  for  many  years,  and  the  price 
is  correspondingly  good.  Farm  animals  are 
generally  healthy  and  in  good  condition  ;  very 
little  complaint  of  loss  of  Bogs  by  disease.  The 
supply  of  Hogs  on  hand  is  much  below  that  of 
former  years  at  this  time.  Beef  Cattle  have 
been  sold  off  closer  this  season  than  for  some 
years  ;  the  average  weight  of  Cattle  shipped  to 
market  is  less  than  usual. 

CHRISTIAN.- The  Hessian  fly  has  injured 
some  Wheat  fields,  but  the  general  outlook  is 
very  favorable  for  an  average  yield  on  a  largely 
increased  acreage,  compared  with  the  past  sea^ 
son.  There  was  very  little  Winter  Rye  sown 
this  fall :  the  condition  is  promising.  Corn  is 
of  good  quality,  and  has  been  saved  in  good 
condition,  the  average  yield  per  acre  is  much 
above  that  of  several  previous  years,  and  is 
bringing  good  prices.  There  has  been  but  little 
complaint  of  loss  from  so-called  hog  cholera  ; 
theie  is  a  very  limited  supply  of  fat  Hogs  ready 
for  market,  compared  with  last  season.  There 
are  more  fat  Cattle  on  hand  than  usual,  and  they 
are  in  good  condition  for  market.  The  supply 
of  fat  Sheep  on  hand  is  eqnal  to  that  oi  previ- 
ous years .  Farm  animals  are  generally  healthy 
and  in  good  condition. 

CLARK.— Unusual  care  was  taken  in  prepar- 
ing seed  bed  for  Winter  Wheat,  which  is  in 
good  condition  and  promises  well.  The  acreage 
is  much  larger  than  last  season.  Winter  Rye  is 
looking  well ;  the  area  is  not  equal  to  that  of 
last  season.  The  yield  per  acre  of  Corn  is 
larger  than  for  some  years,  and  the  demand  is 
good  at  paying  prices  ;  in  some  localities  the 
quality  is  not  A  No  1,  owing  to  the  very  hot 
weather  in  the  ripening  season,  which  accounts 
for  light  weights.  Farm  animals  are  generally 
healthy  and  in  good  condition,  excepting  the 
usual   loss  from   hog  cholera.    The  supply  of 


Hogs  ready  for  market  is  much  less  than  last 
season.  Beef  Cattle  are  not  as  abundant  as  at 
same  date  last  season.  Fat  Sheep  have  been  in 
good  demand,  and  the  supply  is  limited.  There 
was  little  injury  to  crops  from  insects;  the  early 
sown  Wheat,  in  some  localities,  was  injured  by 
the  fly.  Weather,  excepting  the  hot,  dry  spell 
in  October,  has  been  favorable  for  farm  work  ; 
rainfall,  in  October,  1.87  inches.  November,  5 .73 
inches;  December,  to  20th,  3.20. 

CLAY.— Winter  wheat  is  looking  fine,  and  the 
prospect  for  a  large  crop  has  not  been  better  for 
years  ;  the  area  seeded  to  this  crop  largely  ex- 
ceeds that  of  the  previous  year.  Winter  Rye  is 
looking  well ;  the  crop  is  not  grown  to  any  great 
extent  in  this  countv.  Corn  is  about  gathered  ; 
the  yield  per  acre  was  reduced  by  the  chinch 
bug,  which  in  some  localities  seriously  injured 
the  crop ;  the  average  yield  for  the  county  is 
better  than  last  year.  There  is  no  complaint  of 
diseases  among  farm  animals  ;  the  usual  loss  of 

Eigs  reported  from  cholera.  The  supply  of  Fat 
[ogs  for  market  is  about  the  same  as  in  past 
years  at  this  time.  Fat  Cattle  supply  is  not  as 
large  as  last  season.  More  Sheep  ready  for 
market  than  for  some  years. 


CLINTON.— Winter  Wheat  is  in  fine  condi- 
tion, and  the  prospect  is  flattering  for  a  very 
large  crop ;  the  acreage  has  been  largely 
increased,  when  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  There  is  not  as  much  Winter  Rye  sown 
as  last  season;  the  condition  is  nearly  up 
to  an  average.  The  yield  of  Corn  per  acre  is 
much  larger  than  last  season  ;  the  excessive 
rains  have  beat  down  the  Corn,  and  made  it  im- 
possible for  some  time  to  get  into  the  field  to 
gather  the  crop,  which  has  occasioned  consider- 
able loss.  Farm  animals  are  healthy  and  in 
good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  Hogs, 
which  have  suffered  less  than  usual  from  cholera 
the  past  season. 

COLES— The  acreage  of  Winter  Wheat  has 
been  largely  increased  this  fall  and  is  better 
than  an  average  condition  ;  the  tendency  is  to 
sow  wheat  to  the  partial  exclusion  of  other 
equally  important  crops.  Winter  Rye  is  up  to  a 
good  average  in  condition ;  the  acreage  is  less 
than  last  year.  The  corn  crop  is  much  above  an 
average  In  yield  per  acre,  and  the  quality  is 
good;  the  price  is  remunerative.  Farm  animals 
are  healthy  and  in  good  condition,  exceping  the 
usual  loss  by  hog  cholera,  which  is  confined 
principally  to  pigs  and  shoats.  Fat  hogs  have 
been  marketed  more  closely  than  usual,  and 
there  is  a  very  limited  supply.  There  are  not  as 
many  Fat  Cattle  ready  for  market  as  last  season. 
The  same  may  be  said  of  Fat  Sheep.  Prices  of 
Farm  Products  are  much  better  than  for  some 
time,  and  farmers  are  much  encouraged  at  the 
outlook. 

COOK— Winter  Wheat  is  not  up  to  an  average 
in  condition,  and  is  backward  in  growth  owing 
to  the  continued  drowth  the  past  fall ;  there  is  a 
slight  increase  in  the  acreage  as  compared  with 
that  of  the  previous  year.  The  same  may  be  said 
of  Winter  Rye.  The  Corn  crop  was  much  below 
a  good  average  yield  per  acre;  the  cold  dry 
spring  and  the  severe  frost  in  September  reduced 
the  yield,  and  much  of  the  crop  will  not  be  in 
marketable  condition.  There  is  no  complaint  of 
disease  among  farm  animals,  except  the  usual 
loss  of  Hogs  by  cholera ;  and  the  percentage  is 
small,  compared  with  previous  year.  The  injury 
from  insects  to  the  crops  the  past  season  has  not 
been  great:  there  was  some  injury  to  Spring 
Wheat  by  chinch  bugs,  and  the  cut  worms  in- 
jured Corn.  There  is  a  limited  supply  of  Fat 
Hogs  ready  for  market,  and  Beef  Cattle  have 
been  marketed  closer  than  usual.

Correspondent's  Remarks. 


CRAWFORD.— Winter  Wheat  is  looking  re- 
markably promising,  and.  with  no  unfavorable 
conditions,  will  make  a  full  average  yield  per 
acre,  on  the  largely  increased  acreage.  The  area, 
of  Winter  Rye  is  about  the  same  as  last  season, 
and  the  condition  is  good.  The  yield  of  Corn 
does  not  come  up  to  expectation;  much  of  it  is 
soft,  and  loose  on  the  cob,  and  the  average  yieid 
per  acre  is  comparatively  small  There  has  been 
considerable  complaint  of  loss  of  Hogs  by  disease 
in  some  parts  of  the  county;  other  farm  animals 
are  healthy  and  in  thriving  condition;  the  sup- 
ply of  Fat  Hogs  is  very  much  less  than  last  season 
at  this  time.  The  supply  of  Beef  Cattle  is  nearly 
equal  to  that  of  last  season;  the  same  may  be 
said  of  Fat  Sheep. 

CUMBERLAND.-Winter  Wheat  is  generally 
looking  very  well,  and,  with  no  unfavorable  con- 
ditions, will  make  more  than  an  average  crop; 
the  acreage  is  largely  increased  over  last  season. 
There  is  less  Winter  Rye  sown  than  last  season, 
and  the  condition  is  promising.  Corn  is  all  in 
crib,  in  good  condition,  and  the  average  yield 
per  acre  is  fair;  there  was  some  late  Corn  injured 
by  early  frost.  Farm  animals  are  generally 
healthy  and  in  good  condition;  there  has  been 
some  complaint  of  loss  of  Hogs  by  disease.  The 
supply  of  marketable  Hogs  is  less  than  last  season 
at  this  time.  Beef  Cattle  have  been  sold  off 
closer  than  usual  for  this  season.  There  is  a  good 
supply  of  Fat  Sheep  ready  for  market. 

DeKALB.— An  unusually  large  area  has  been 
sown  toWinter  Wheat  the  past  fall;  the  fall  was 
vary  dry,  and  Wheat  has  not  made  as  vigorous 
growth  as  last  season;  the  condition  is  about  up 
to  a  good  average,  Winter  Rye  is  looking  better 
than  usual;  the  acreage  is  the  same  as  last  season. 
Corn,  notwithstanding  the  injury  sustained  early 
in  the  season,  by  drouth,  turned  out  well,  and 
the  average  yield  per  acre  is  much  larger  than 
last  season.  There  was  comparatively  little  in- 
jury to  crops  the  past  season  by  chinch  bugs; 
some  complaint  of  chinch  bugs  working  on  Corn 
and  small  grain.  Hog  cholera,  in  some  localities, 
has  caused  some  loss  of  pigs  and  small  shoats. 
The  supply  of  Hogs  ready  for  market  is  much 
below  that  of  December,  1878.  Fat  Sheep  have 
found  good  sale,  at  remunerative  prices,  and  the 
supply  is  not  up  to  the  average.  Beef  Cattle  are 
in  good  condition,  and  the  supply  compares 
favorably  with  that  of  same  time  last  season. 

De  WITT.— Winter  Whc  at  is  in  much  better  con- 
dition than  usual;  the  growth  is  vigorous,  and 
the  ground  is  better  covered  than  for  years.  The 
acreage  seeded  the  past  fall  largeiy  exceeds  that 
of  the  previous  season.  Winter  Rye  is  looking 
very  well,  and  promises  to  make  a  large  crop  on 
the  acreage  sown,  which  is  about  the  same  as  for 
1878.  Corn  is  nearly  all  gathered,  and  a  larger 
proportion  marketed  than  heretofore  at  this  date; 
the  yield  per  acre  Is  much  above  an  average,  and 
the  price  per  bushel  is  correspondingly  high. 
Hog  cholera  is  prevailing  to  considerable  extent 
in  some  localities;  other  farm  animals  are  healthy 
and  in  good  condition.  There  is  a  full  supply  of 
Fat  Hogs  ready  for  market;  and  the  same  may  be 
said  of  Fat  Cattle  and  Sheep. 

DOUGLAS— There  is  a  very  large  increase  in 
the  acreage  of  Winter  Whest  sown  the  past  sea- 
son when  compared  with  the  previous  acreage  ; 
the  condition  is  promising,  the  crop  having  re- 
covered from  the  effects  of  the  dry  weather  after 
seeding.  Less  Winter  Rye  sown  than  heretofore; 
the  condition  is  nearly  up  to  a  good  average. 
Broom  Corn,  was  considerably  injured  by  frost 
September  25th,  The  present  Corn  crop  is  the 
best  raised  in  this  county  for  years,  and  the  de- 
mand at  paying  prices  is  inducing  farmers  to 
send  the  corn  to  market  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
Less  complaint  the  past  year  of  loss  of  hogs  by 


disease  than  common  Farm  animals  are  geuer- 
ally  in  healthy  condition.  There  is  a  limited 
supply  of  Fat  Hogs  ready  tor  market.  Fat  Cattle 
and  Sheep  are  equal  to  the  demand,  and  the  sup- 
ply is  about  the  same  as  last  season. 

DuPAGE— These  is  more  attention  being  paid 
to  the  culture  of  Winter  Wheat  than  heretofore, 
and  the  acreage  just  sown  is  larger  than  for  the 
previous  year ;  the  Wheat  has  been  affected  by 
dry  weather  during  the  months  of  September 
and  October.  There  is  less  Winter  Rye  sown 
than  for  the  previous  year  ;  the  condition  is  not 
up  to  an  average.  The  excessive  dry  weather 
reduced  the  Corn  crop  very  much,  the  yield  per 
acre  is  much  below  that  of  1878.  There  was  but 
little  injury  to  the  crops  by  insects  the  past 
season,  except  that  of  the  white  grub,  which 
damaged  Pastures.  Meadows  and  Corn  to  a  con- 
siderable extent.  The  loss  of  Hogs  by  disease  is 
limited,  and  confined  largely  to  pigs  and  shoats. 
The  number  of  Hogs  for  market  is  less  than  last 
season,  and  the  supply  on  hand  is  much  below 
that  of  the  corresponding  date  of  1878.  Fat 
Cuttle  and  Sheep  have  been  sold  off  more  freely 
than  last  season,  and  there  is  a  limited  supply 
on  hand. 

EDGAR— There  is  a  large  increase  in  the  acre- 
age of  Winter  Wheat,  and  the  crop  is  in  excel- 
lent condition  and  promises  an  abundant  yield. 
The  condition  of  Winter  Rye  is  good  ;  the  area  is 
about  the  same  as  last  season.  The  yield  of 
Corn  per  acre  for  the  county  is  some  better  than 
last  season,  but  is  below  former  estimates  ;  some 
of  the  corn  has  not  been  gathered,  and  is  being 
injured  by  the  continued  wet  weather.  There 
has  been  but  little  loss  from  disease  among 
hogs.  The  supply  of  Hogs  ready  for  mar- 
ket is  much  below  that  of  last  season  at 
the  same  date  The  demand  for  Fat  Cattle 
and  Sheep  has  reduced  the  supply  usually 
on  hand  at  this  date.  The  prices  of  farm 
products  have  inspired  producers  with  hope  for 
better  times. 

EDWARDS— The  acreage  of  Winter  Wheat  is 
much  greater  than  in  1878,  and  the  condition  is 
up  to  an  average  throughout  the  county.  In 
some  localities  the  Hessian  fly  has  seriously  in- 
jured the  Wheat,  and  in  several  fields  near  Albion 
there  are  from  one  to  six  eggs  in  the  root  of  the 
plant.  The  yield  per  acre  of  "corn  is  much  below 
expectations  ;  much  of  the  prop  in  localities  was 
damaged  by  being  blown  down  berore  it  was 
matured  ;  a  very  considerable  amount  of  corn  is 
either  rotten,  mouldy  or  of  inferior  quality. 
There  is  but  little  complaint  of  loss  of  Hogs  by 
disease,  and  the  loss  is  confined  principally  to 
pigs.  Other  farm  animals  are  healthy  and  in 
good  condition.  The  number  of  Hogs  fatted  for 
market  is  much  below  that  of  the  previous  year, 
and  the  supply  of  Fat  Hogs  on  hand  is  much  less 
than  m  December,  1878.  "There  is  a  good  supply 
of  Beef  Cattle  ready  for  market,  some  being  held 
for  anticipated  better  prices  in  the  near  future. 
Fat  Sheep  have  been  sold  more  rapidly  than 
usual,  and  the  supply  is  limited. 

EFFINGHAM— Winter  Wheat  looks  unusually 

{>romising,  and  the  acreage  is  much  larger  than 
ast  season.  Winter  Rye  is  in  good  condition  ; 
the  acreage  about  the  same  as  last  season.  The 
Corn  crop  is  good,  the  yield  much  above  the 
average,  some  of  the  late  planted  is  chaffy  and 
loose  on  the  cob ;  the  largest  average  yield  per 
acre  reported  is  104  bushels,  raised  near  Mocca- 
sin. The  injury  to  crops  by  insects  is  not  exten- 
sive; Wheat  sown  early  on  Oat  stubble  was 
seriously  injured  by  the  Hessian  fly.  Farm  ani- 
mals are  unusually  hoalthy,  and  in  thriving  con- 
dition. The  supply  of  Fat  Hogs  ready  for  market 
is  nearly  up  to  that  of  the  previous  season  at  the 
same  date.    Beef  Cattle  and  Fat  Sheep  have  been 
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marketed  more  freely  than  usual,  and  there  is  a 
limited  supply  on  hand.  The  yield  per  acre  of 
Irish  Potatoes  will  compare  favorably  with  that 
of  the  previous  year.  Sorghum  is  not  grown  ex- 
tensively, but  more  interest  is  being  given  to  the 
cultivation  of  the  improved  varieties,  which 
have  returned  good  profits  this  season. 

FAYETTE— Winter  Wheat  is  unusually  good  in 
condition,  for  the  season,  and  is  above  an  aver- 
age ;  in  some  localities  there  is  complaint  of  in- 
jury by  the  Hessian  fly  ;  the  acreage  is  much 
larger  than  last  season.  Winter  Rye  is  in  prom- 
ising condition  ;  the  average  yield  per  acre  is 
large,  and  the  price  received  makes  a  large  and 
much  needed  return  to  the  producers.  The  1879 
Hog  crop  largely  exceeds  that  of  1878,  and  there 
are  now  more  Hogs  on  hand  ready  for  market 
than  in  December,  1878.  There  has  been  some 
loss  of  Hogs  in  localities  by  disease,  and  there  is 
more  complaint  of  late  than  heretofore.  There 
is  a  large  supply  of  Fat  Cattle  ready  for  market. 
Fat  sheep  are  not  as  plenty  as  last  season  at  this 
time.  Near  Brownstown  a  number  of  Horses 
have  died  of  a  disease  similar  to  lung  fever.  The 
Potato  and  Tobacco  crops  were  fair  to  good. 
Present  prices  for  Farm  crops  have  greatly  en- 
couraged farmers. 

FORD.— Winter  Wheat  is  receiving  unusual 
attention,  and  .the  acreage  has  been  largely  in- 
creased the  past  season.  The  condition  is  nearly 
up  to  a  good  average.  Winter  Rye  is  nearly  up 
to  an  average  in  condition;  the  acreage  is  less 
than  last  season.  Corn  is  about  all  gathered,  and 
a  large  proportion  marketed;  the  yield  per  acre  is 
much  above  the  average,  and  the  price  is  good. 
There  has  been  but  little  complaint  of  loss  of 
Hogs  by  disease.  The  supply  of  Fat  Hogs,  ready 
for  market,  is  less  than  last  December.  Beef 
Cattle,  ditto.  Tue  Irish  Potato  and  Flax  crop  is 
about  up  to  an  average.  Crops  are  bringing  good 
prices,  and  farmers  are  happy. 

FRANKLIN.— The  large  Winter  Wheat  acreage 
of  the  previous  season  has  been  slightly  increased 
the  past  fall ,  and  is  nearly  up  to  an  average  con- 
dition; the  crop  has  been  iniured  on  low  flat 
land,  by  the  wet  weather,  and,  in  some  localities, 
the  Hessian  fly  has  done  some  damage.  Winter 
Wheat  has  crowded  out  Winter  Rye  to  a  consider- 
able extent,  and  the  acreage  is  much  less  than 
previous  year;  the  condition  is  not  up  to  an  aver- 
age. The  average  yield  of  Corn  per  acre  for  the 
county  is  one-half  greater  than  last  season;  tne 
price  has  been  good.  The  loss  of  Hogs  by  disease 
is  not  so  large  as  in  orevious  years;  very  few  Hogs 
ready  for  market  have  been  lost.  The  supply  of 
Fat  Hogs  ready  for  market  is  less  than  in  Decem- 
ber, 18"8.  There  is  about  the  usual  supply  of  Fat 
Cattle  ready  for  market  for  the  season.  Fat 
Sheep  are  in  demand,  and  the  supply  is  limited. 
Tobacco  and  Irish  Potato  crop  nearly  up  to  an 
average  in  yield. 

FULTON.— There  is  a  very  large  increase  in  the 
acreage  of  Winter  Wheat,  "when  compared  with 
that  of  the  last  crop;  this  result  was  largely  influ- 
enced by  the  profit  attending  the  last  crop.  The 
condition  is  better  than  an  average.  Winter  Rye 
is  in  very  promising  condition;  the  acreage  is  less 
than  last  season.  The  average  yield  per  acre  of 
Corn  is  much  more  than  last  season;  in  some 
localities,  the  yield  is  light,  and  the  quality  poor. 
There  has  been  but  very  little  complaint  of  loss 
of  Hogs  by  disease.  Notwithstanding  the  in- 
creased number  of  Hogs  fatted  for  the  1879  mar- 
ket, the  supply  is  less  than  for  same  date  in  1878. 
Cattle  and  Sheep  ready  for  market  are  in  good 
demand,  and  the  supply  is  limited,  compared 
with  previous  years. 

GALLATIN.— Winter  Wheat  is  generally  look- 
ing fine,  and,  taken  altogether,  is  up  to  a  fair 


average;  a  portion  of  the  early  sown  Wheat  was 
injured,  in  the  fall,  by  the  Hessian  fly  and  rust. 
The  present  acreage  exceeds  that  of  the  previous 
crop.  Winter  Rye  is  looking  well,  and  the  con- 
dition is  promising.  Corn  was  severely  damaged 
by  the  wind  prostrating  it,  and  the  wet  weather 
which  followed;  nearly  all  the  crop  has  been  har- 
vested, and  the  average  yield  per  acre  largely  ex- 
ceeds that  of  previous  crop;  the  quality  will  not 
grade  high.  There  is  some  Hog  cholera  in  the 
county;  more  fatal  with  young  pigs  than  older 
ones.  The  number  of  Hogs  fatted  for  market  is 
much  below  that  of  1878,  and  the  present  supply 
on  hand  is  less  than  in  December.  1878.  Beef 
Cattle  ready  for  market  are  scarce.  There  is  about 
the  same  number  of  Fat  Sheep  on  hand  as  usual 
at  this  season. 

GREENE— There  has  been  a  very  large  acreage 
sown  to  Winter  Wheat  the  past  fall,  and  the  con- 
dition is  very  promising.  The  growth  in  general 
is  rank,  and  many  farmers  have  pastured  the 
Wheat ;  there  is  but  little  complaint  of  injury 
by  chinch  bugs.  The  Corn  crop  has  been  saved 
in  good  conditton,  is  of  good  quality  ;  while  the 
average  yield  per  acre  is  much  less  than  ex- 
peoted  it  is  more  than  la&t  season,  and  is  bringing 
a  good  price.  There  has  been  but  little  com- 
plaint of  loss  of  Hogs  by  disease  the  past  season. 
The  number  of  Hogs  fatted  for  market  this  season 
is  much  less  than  last  year,  and  the  supply  is  very 
limited.  The  active  demand  for  Beef  Cattle  and 
Sheep  has  induced  farmers  to  sell  closer  than 
usual.  Farm  animals  are  generally  healthy  and 
in  good  condition. 

GRUNDY— There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the 
acreage  of  Winter  Wheat,  and  the  condition  is 
promising.  The  acreage  seeded  to  Winter  Rye 
this  fall  is  less  than  In  1878  ;  the  condition  is  up 
to  a  good  average.  The  yield  of  Corn  per  acre 
for  the  county  is  much  better  than  last  season, 
but  hardly  up  to  expectation.  The  early  planted 
is  of  good  quality,  the  late  planting  from  fair  to 
very  poor.  Very  little  complaint  of  loss  of  Hogs 
by  disease  ;  other  farm  animals  are  healthy  and 
in  good  condition.  There  is  a  limited  supply  of 
Fat  Cattle  and  Hogs  ready  for  shipment.  The 
supply  of  Fat  Sheep  on  hand  is  about  the  same 
as  usual  at  this  season. 

HAMILTON— The  Hessian  fly  has  injured  some 
fields  of  Winter  Wheat ;  the  growing  crop  has 
improved  in  condition  of  late,  and  promises 
about  an  average  crop  ;  the  acreage  is  much 
larger  than  last  season.  Very  little  Winter  Rye 
raised  in  this  county  ;  the  present  acreage  is  less 
than  last  season  ;  the  condition  is  promising. 
The  average  yield  of  Corn  per  acre  is  much  better 
than  last  season  ;  in  localities  the  Corn  was  badly 
prostrated  with  the  wind,  and  damaged  by  the 
rains  which  followed.  The  loss  of  Hogs  by 
disease,  in  some  portions  of  the  county  has  been 
very  severe,  and  no  remedy  has  proved  effectual. 
Horses,  Cattle  and  Sheep  have  been  very  healthy 
and  are  in  thriving  condition  for  the  market, 
and  have  found  ready  sale,* and  the  supply  on 
hand  is  less  than  for  years  at  this  season.  The 
Tobacco  crop  has  been  from  fair  to  good,  and  the 
average  yield  per  acre  will  compare  favorably 
with  previous  years. 

HANCOCK— A  very  large  breadth  of  land  has 
been  sown  to  Winter  Wheat;  the  dry  weather 
since  seeding  and  the  Hessian  fly  has  seriously 
damaged  the  growing  crop  ;  the  condition  is  im- 
proving since  the  rains,  but  is  still  much  below  a 
good  average.  The  acreage  seeded  to  Winter  Rye 
is  less  than  last  season  ;  the  condition  is  about 
up  to  a  good  average.  The  Corn  crop  was  saved 
in  good  condition,  is  of  excellent  quality,  and 
the  average  yield  per  acre  is  better  than  for 
some  years.  There  has  been  considerable  loss  of 
Hogs  by  disease,  mostly  pigs  and  small  shoats, 
and  the  supply  for  next  season's  market  will  be 
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small.  The  number  of  Hogs  fatted  for  the  1879 
market  is  much  below  that  of  the  previous  sea- 
son :  the  crop  has  been  marketed  more  freely 
than  heretofore  at  this  season.  The  supply  of 
Fat  Cattle  compares  favorably  with  that  of  pre- 
vious years  at  this  date. 

HARDIN— The  early  sown  Winter  Wheat  was 
injured  by  the  Hessian  fly  and  rust :  the  late 
sown  looks  much  better :  the  condition  of  the 
crop  is  improving  and  bids  fair  to  make  a  good 
crop  :  the  acreage  sown  this  fall  is  much  larger 
than  last  season.  Very  little  Winter  Rye  sown  in 
the  county  ;  the  condition  is  nearly  up  tb  an 
average.  The  yield  of  Corn  per  acre  will  average 
more  than  for  years  ;  the  crop  was  greatly  injured 
by  being  blown  down  and  the  wet  weather  suc- 
ceeding ;  the  quality  is  only  moderate  ;  in  some 
localities  one-fourth  of  the  crop  is  not  in  mer- 
chantable condition.  There  has  been  but  little 
Hog  cholera  in  the  county  this  season.  Farm 
animals  are  generarly  in  healthy,  thriving  con- 
dition. The  supply  of  Fat  Cattle  and  Sheep  on 
hand  fitting  for  market  compares  favorably  with 
previous  years  at  this  date.  Fat  Hogs  are  scarce, 
and  very  few  left  for  shipment. 

HENDERSON— Winter  Wheat  is  not  up  to  an 
average  in  condition,  owing  to  the  dry  weather 
which  prevailed  during  the  fall ;  the  acreage  is 
much  larger  than  last  season.  Winter  Rye  is 
looking  well ;  the  present  acreage  is  less  than  last 
season.  Corn  is  about  cribbed,  was  saved  in  good 
condition,  and  is  of  good  quality  ;  the  avarage 
yield  per  acre  is  better  than  last  season,  and  the 
price  good.  Farm  animals  are  in  good  condition, 
and  healthy  as  usual ;  the  loss  of  Hogs  by 
disease  is  confined  principally  to  pigs.  There  is  a 
very  limited  number  of  Hogs  on  hand  being 
fitted  for  market.  Beef  Cattle  are  bringing  good 
price  :  the  supply  is  about  up  to  that  of  former 
years  at  this  date. 

HENRY.— The  extreme  cold  weather  and  ab- 
sense  of  snow  has  not  been  favorable  for  Winter 
Wheat;  the  acreage  is  nearly  double  that  of  last 
year,  and,  with  favorable  season,  the  next  crop 
will  be  one  of  the  largest  ever  harvested  in  the 
county.  Winter  Rye  is  in  fair  condition;  the 
acreage  is  somewhat  larger  than  last  season. 
Corn  was  injured  in  many  parts  of  the  county  by 
a  severe  frost,  early  in  September,  which  reduced 
the  average  yield  per  acre  of  marketable  Corn; 
the  quality  is  from  poor  to  medium.  There  is 
considerable  complaint  of  loss  of  Hogs  by  disease 
in  some  localities;  the  pigs  are  effected  in  other 
sections;  the  Fat  Hogs  are  the  victims;  parties 
exempt  from  the  disease  claim  that  where  the 
Hogs  are  fed  some  cooked  feed,  and  watered  and 
salted  regularly,  the  Hogs  are  healthy.  The  sup- 
ply of  Hogs  being  fitted  for  market  is  small,  com- 
pared with  same  date  previous  years.  Beef  Cattle 
have  been  shipped  closer  than  usual,  and  the 
number  ready  for  market  is  limited.  Farm  ani- 
mals, excepting  Hogs,  are  healthy  and  in  good 
condition. 

IROQUOIS.— The  success  attending  the  culture 
of  the  last  Winter  Wheat  crop  has  induced  many 
parties  to  sow  the  crop  for  the  first  time;  the  acre- 
age is  much  larger  than  heretofore,  and  the  con- 
dition is  above  an  average.  Winter  Rye  is  look- 
ing well,  and-  the  acreage  fully  as  large  as  last 
season.  The  average  yield  per  acre  of  Corn  is 
some  better  than  last  season;  the  crop  is  nearly 
all  gathered,  and  an  unusually  large  proportion 
marketed  for  the  season.  All  diseases  of  Hogs 
are  called  cholera,  and,  from  this  cause,  but  few 
have  died  the  past  season.  Fat  Hogs  have  been 
in  demand,  and  have  been  marketed  more  freely 
than  usnal.  Tne  supply  of  Fat  Cattle  and  Sheep 
is  about  the  same  as  last  season  at  this  date.  The 
culture  of  Broom  Corn  and  Flax  receives  some 
more  attention  in  this  county  each  succeeding 


year;  the  average  yield  per  acre  of  Flax  Seed  was 
only  fair. 

JACKSON.— There  is  a  small  increase  in  the 
acreage  of  Winter  Wheat,  as  compared  with  the 

Erevious  crop  ;  there  is  some  complaint  of  injury 
y  Hessian  fly,  and,  on  low,  wet  lands,  by  the 
heavy  rains;  the  condition  is  from  fair  to  excel- 
lent. Corn  is  of  good  quality;  the  average  yield 
is  the  best  for  years;  the  demand  for  Corn  is 
active,  and  the  price  good.  Farm  animals  are 
healthy  and  in  thriving  condition.  The  supply 
of  Fat  Hogs,  Sheep  and  Cattle  is  abuut  the  same 
as  heretofore  at  this  season. 

JASPER.— There  is  a  splendid  prospect  for  Win- 
ter Wheat,  and  the  acreage  has  been  largely  in- 
creased over  that  of  last  season.  Winter  Rye  is 
in  good  condition,  and  the  acreage  is  about  the 
same  as  last  season.  The  drouth  injured  the 
Corn  crop,  and  largely  reduced  the  expected 
yield,  except  on  bottom  lands;  the  quality  is 
from  fair  to  good.  There  is  considerable  com- 
plaint of  distemper  affecting  horses,  in  some  local- 
ities; pneumonia  has  been  quite  prevalent  among 
horses.  The  loss  of  Hogs  by  disease  has  been 
severe  in  localities;  not  so  many  cases  of  late  re- 
ported; other  kinds  of  stock  doing  well.  The 
injury  from  idsects  the  past  season  has  not  been 
severe;  the  Hessian  fly  injured  early  sown  Fall 
Wheat,  and  chinch  bugs  damaged  a  few  fields  of 
Corn.  With  the  exception  of  Fat  Sheep,  the  sup- 
ply of  fat  stock  ready  for  market  is  about  the 
same  as  heretofore  for  this  season  of  the  year. 

JEFFERSON.— Winter  Wheat  is  the  leading 
crop  in  the  county;  the  present  acreage  exceeds 
the  large  acreage  of  the  previous  year,  and  the 
condition  is  much  above  an  average;  the  Hessian 
ny  has  injured  some  fields.  The  acreageof  Win- 
ter Rye  is  not  large  in  the  county;  the  condition 
is  promising.  There  is  considerable  Corn  yet  in 
the  field,  which,  owing  to  the  continued  rain, 
and  being  prostrated  by  the  wind,  is  damaged. 
The  yield  per  acre  is  mueh  above  a  good  average. 
With  the  exception  of  some  Calves,  troubled 
with  black-leg,  farm  stock  has  been  unusually 
healthy  this  season,  and  the  abundant  crops  have 
been  used  in  putting  animals  in  good  condition. 
The  Hog  market  has  been  brisk,  and  Fat  Hogs 
have  been  shipped  more  freely  than  heretolore; 
the  supply  on  hand  is  limited,  compared  with 
previous  years.  Beef  Cattle  are  in  good  condition 
for  market,  and  the  supply  compares  favorably 
with  same  date  last  season.  The  number  of  Fat 
Sheep  on  hand,  ready  for  market,  is  about  the 
same  as  last  season. 

JERSEY.— Winter  Wheat  is  improving  in  con- 
dition, since  the  rains,  and  will  soon  be  up  to  a 
good  average;  in  some  locaiities  the  Hessian  fly 
damaged  the  early  sown  Wheat;  the  acreage  is 
larger  than  last  season,  and,  with  favorable 
weatner,  the  next  Wheat  crop  wili  be  immense. 
The  Corn  crop  has  nearly  all  been  harvested;  the 
average  yield  per  acre  is  large;  the  quality  is  only 
medium;  the  dry  weather,  at  the  time  of  filling, 
injured  the  crop,  and  much  of  the  Corn  is  light. 
Farm  animals  are  healthy  and  in  good  condition! 
very  little  complaint  of  disease  among  Hogs. 
There  was  a  large  falling  off  from  previous  years 
in  the  number  of  Hogs  fatted  for  market,  and 
the  number  on  hand  is  quite  limited.  Beef 
Cattle  have  been  shipped  more  freely  than  usual, 
and  there  is  a  slight  reduction  in  the  nnmber  be- 
ing fed  for  market,  compared  with  same  date  last 
season.  More  attention  is  being  paid  to  Sheep 
in  the  county,  and  the  supply  is  equal  to  the  in- 
creased demand,  and  remunerative  prices  are 
obtained. 

JoDAVIESS.— Winter  Wheat  that  was  sowed 
early  is  in  excellent  condition;  the  acreage  of  this 
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crop  has  been  largely  increased  over  the  previ- 
ous seeding,  and  the  outlook  is  flattering.  Less 
Winter  Wheat  sown  than  last  season  ;  the  con- 
dition is  nearly  up  to  a  good  average.  The  1879 
Corn  crop  is  the  best  for  years,  both  as  to  qual- 
ity and  quantity  :  the  price  of  Corn  has  done 
much  to  improve  the  finances  of  farmers  in  this 
county.  Farm  animals,  excepting  Hogs,  are 
healthy  and  in  thriving  condition  ;  the  Hog 
cholera  has  been  quite  prevalent :  more  fatal  to 
Pigs  and  young  Shoats.  The  stock  of  Hogs  be- 
ing fatted  for  1879  market  is  less  than  that  of 
the  previous  season,  and  the  supply*  in  feeders 
hands  is  quite  limited.  Beef  Cattle  aud  Fat 
Sheep  are  neld  in  about  the  same  number  as 
heretofore  at  this  season.  Have  had  excellent 
weather  for  farm  work,  and  timely  rains  before 
freezing  up. 

JOHNSON.— Winter  Wheat  is  above  an  aver- 
age in  condition,  and  the  present  acreage  ex- 
ceeds that  of  last  season.  Corn  was  damaged 
by  the  continued  rains,  and  the  yield  per  acre 
for  the  county  is  much  below  an  average,  Farm 
animals  are  healthy  and  in  fine  condition  for  the 
season.  The  number  of  Fat  Cattle,  Sheep  and 
Hogs,  preparing  for  market,  is  about  the  same 
as  last  season  at  corresponding  date.  The  yield 
per  acre  of  Tobacco  is  below  an  average. 

KANE.— Winter  Wheat  is  improving,  and, 
since  late  rains,  has  made  a  rapid  growth,  and 
will  soon  be  up  to  a  good  average  condition  ; 
the  acreage  is  not  as  large  as  last  season.  Win- 
ter Rye  is  nearly  up  to  an  average  in  condition  ; 
the  acreage  about  the  same  as  last  season. 
There  is  no  prevailing  disease  among  Cattle, 
except  the  abortion  among  Cows  ;  other  farm 
animals  are  healthy  and  in  good  condition,  ex- 
cept the  usual  amount  of  disease  among  Hogs. 
The  Hog  crop  of  the  county  is  less  than  for  the 
previous  year,  and  the  number  on  hand  foi 
shipment  is  mnch  below  that  of  1879  for  the 
same  date.  The  number  of  Fat  Cattle  and 
Sheep  preparing  for  market  is  about  the  same  as 
last  season.  Corn  has  generally  been  harvested; 
is  of  good  quality,  and  the  average  yield  per 
acre  is  fully  up  to  that  of  the  previous  season's 
good  crop  :  the  price  is  very  good. 

KANKAKEE.— The  success  attending  the 
growing  of  Winter  Wheat  in  this  county  last 
season  has  induced  a  large  number  to  experi- 
ment with  the  crop  :  the  result  is  a  largely  in- 
creased acreage  ;  the  condition  is  improving, 
and  will  soon  be  up  to  a  good  average.  Winter 
Rye  is  in  good  condition ;  the  acreage  is  less 
than  last  season.  The  Corn  crop  turned  out 
much  below  expectations ;  the  dry  weather 
during  the  growing  season,  and  the  early  frost, 
injured  many  fields  of  late  Corn.  Farm  animals 
are  remarkably  healthy,  and  in  fine  winter  con- 
dition. Fat  Hogs  and  Beef  Cattle  have  been 
shipped  more  freely  than  usual,  and  the  supply 
for  future  shipments  is  less  than  usual  at  this 
date.  The  average  yield  per  acre  of  seed  is  up 
to  that  of  former  good  crop. 

KENDALL.— There  has  been  very  little  Win- 
ter Wheat  raised  in  the  county  heretofore  ; 
there  is  considerable  increase  in  the  acreage  of 
the  present  crop  over  that  of  last  season  ;  the 
condition  is  improving,  and  is  nearly  up  to  a 
good  average.  There  is  a  large  increase  in  the 
acreage  of  Winter  Rye  over  1878,  and  the  grow- 
ing crop  is  in  excellent  condition.  The  Corn 
crop  was  seriously  injured  by  the  early  frost, 
which  largely  reduced  the  yield  of  merchant- 
able Corn  per  acre,  and  damaged  the  quality. 
Excepting  disease  among  Hogs,  larm  animals 
are  healthy  and  in  thriving  condition.  The 
shippers  have  purchased  freely  of  Fat  Hogs, 
Cattle  and  Sheep,  and  have  left  a  small  supply 


in  feeders'  hands  for  future  demands.  The  fall 
season  has  been  favorable!  for  farming  opera- 
tions, and  all  kinds  of  work  is  well  advanced. 

KNOX— The  stand  of  Winter  Wheat  is  good  ; 
the  growth  is  not  large,  is  well  tilled;  the  pres- 
ent acreage  is  much  larger  than  the  previous 
crop.  The  prospect  is  very  encouraging,  and 
Wheat  has  seldom  gone  into  winter  in  better  con- 
dition. The  acreage  of  Winter  Rye  is  less  than 
in  1878  ;  the  condition  is  up  to  an  average.  Corn 
is  about  all  gathered,  and  excepting  the  late 
planting  is  sound  and  of  good  quality ;  the 
average  yield  per  acre  for  the  county  is  better 
than  for  some  years,  and  the  price  has  been  sat- 
isfactory. Until  the  recent  severe  weather  the 
Hog  cholera  in  some  localities  has  occasioned 
severe  loss,  some  farmers  having  lost  their  entire 
herds  of  one  and  two  hundred  head.  Excepting 
Hogs,  farm  animals  have  been  free  from  disease, 
and  are  in  good  condition.  The  number  of 
Hogs  for  the  1879  market  is  much  below  that  of 
the  previous  year,  and  the  supply  in  farmers' 
hands  is  much  below  that  in  previous  years  at 
this  season.  Fat  Cattle  and  Fat  Sheep  have 
found  ready  sale,  and  the  supply  for  shipment 
is  limited. 

LAKE— The  acreage  of  Winter  Wheat  greatly 
exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year;  the  continued 
dry  weather  in  September  and  October  greatly 
injured  the  crop ;  the  late  rains  and  warm 
weather  have  greatly  improved  the  condition  of 
the  crop,  which  is  nearly  up  to  an  average. 
There  has  been  less  seeding  of  Winter  Rye  than 
usual  ;  the  condition  is  nearly  up  to  an  average. 
The  average  yield  per  acre  of  Corn  is  better  than 
usual,  considering  the  drouth  and  early  frosts  ;  a 
large  portion  of  the  crop  is  loose  on  the  cob,  and 
of  medium  to  poor  quality.  Farm  animals  are 
healthy  and  in  thriving  conpition.  The  weather 
during  the  fall  has  been  favorable  for  stock  and 
farm  work.  The  1879  Hog  crop  is  much  below 
that  of  previous  years,  and  the  supply  on  hand  is 
small  for  the  season  of  the  year.  Beef  Cattle  and 
Fat  Sheep  have  been  shipped  more  freely  than 
heretofore,  and  the  number  preparing  for  market 
is  quite  limited.  The  Flax  crop  was  good.  Farm 
products  are  in  demand  at  satisfactory  prices . 

LaSALLE— Winter  Wheat  is  in  promising  con- 
dition, and  the  present  acreage  greatly  exceeds 
that  of  the  previous  season  ;  many  farmers  in  the 
county  have  the  Winter  Wheat  fever  bad.  The 
usual  acreage  has  been  seeded  with  Winter  Rye, 
and  the  condition  is  good,  The  present  Corn 
crop  is  one  of  the  best  grown  in  the  State  for 
years,  and  Corn  that  has  received  good  culture 
will  average  50  bushels  per  acre  ;  the  average  for 
the  county  however  is  much  less  ;  the  large  acre- 
age of  late  planted  Corn  was  injured  by  the  frost, 
and  is  of  inferior  quality.  The  loss  of  Hogs  by 
disease  is  an  important  item  against  the  profit 
account  of  the  farmer  ;  the  disease  has  not  been 
so  fatal  or  widespread  this  season  as  heretofore  ; 
other  farm  animals  are  in  good  winter  condition. 
The  Hog  crop  for  the  season  is  quite  small,  many 
farmers  having  become  discouraged  by  severe 
loss  of  Hogs  by  disease  and  the  unremunerative 
prices  heretofore  obtained  ;  the  number  of  Hogs 
still  in  feeders'  hands  is  nearly  one-half  less  than 
the  same  date  in  1878.  The  usual  number  of  Fat 
Cattle  and  Sheep  are  awaiting  shipment . 

LAWRENCE— Winter  Wheat  culture  having 
proved  profitable  of  late  the  acreage  is  increas- 
ing from  year  to  year  ;  the  seeding  this  season  is 
much  larger  than  in  1878  ;  the  stand  is  good,  the 
condition  very  encouraging  for  a  large  crop.  The 
acreage  seeded  to  Winter  Rye  is  more  than  that 
of  the  previous  year,  and  the  condition  is  much 
above  a  good  average.  Corn  was  badly  damaged 
by  the  fall  rains,  which,  with  the  drouth  during 
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the  growing  season,  had  much  to  do  with  the 
medium  yield  per  acre,  and  the  inferior  quality 
of  a  portion  of  the  crop.  The  number  ol  Hogs 
in  the  county  is  small  compared  with  previous 
years  ;  in  proportion  to  the  number  on  hand  the 
loss  by  disease  is  equal  to  that  of  past  seasons  ; 
Pigs  and  young  Shoats  are  most  affected.  The 
number  of  Fat  Hogs  and  Sheep  ready  for 
market  is  quite  limited.  Fat  Cattle  are  as 
plenty  as  usual.  Farm  animals,  excepting 
Hogs,  are  in  good  condition  and  healthy. 

LEE.— Winter  Wheat,  considering  the  dry 
weather  during  the  fall,  is  in  promising  condi- 
tion ;  the  acreage  is  much  larger  than  hereto- 
fore ;  there  has  not  been  sufficient  snow  to  pro- 
tect the  Wheat.  Winter  Rye  acreage  increased 
over  last  season  ;  the  condition  is  up  to  a  good 
average.  Corn  has  all  been  gathered  in  good 
condition  ;  owing  to  the  dry  season  and  eariy 
frost,  the  quality  is  not  the  best ;  Corn  weighs 
light,  ans  some  is  loose  on  the  cob,  Young 
Pigs  have  suffered  to  an  alarming  extent,  in 
localities,  by  lung  fever,  which  has  been  quite 
fatal ;  other  kinds  of  farm  stock  are  healthy 
and  in  fine  condition.  The  number  of  Hogs 
fed  for  market  is  much  less  this  season  than 
heretofore ;  there  is  comparatively  a  small 
number  in  feeders  hands.  Fat  Cattle  have  been 
sold  more  freely  than  usual,  and  the  number 
on  hand  is  less  than  at  the  same  date  last  year. 
The  supply  of  Fat  Sheep  is  about  up  to  that  of 
previous  years. 

LIVINGSTON.— Winter  Wheat  is  looking 
well,  and,  with  few  exceptions,  the  Wheat 
fields  are  up  to  a  good  average  in  condition  ;  the 
Hessian  fly  has  Injured  the  crop  in  some  local- 
ities. The  present  acreage  largely  exceeds  that 
of  the  previous  crop.  Winter  Rye  is  in  good 
condition,  and  the  acreage  is  about  the  same  as 
in  1878.  The  average  yield  per  acre  of  Corn  is 
much  better  than  last  year  ;  the  drouth  affected 
the  quality,  and  there  is  some  compiaint  of 
light  weight.  The  crop  has  generally  been 
saved  in  good  condition.  The  loss  of  Hogs  this 
season,  by  disease,  is  very  small ;  the  number 
of  Hogs  fatted  for  the  market  is  much  below 
that  of  1878,  and  nearly  all  the  Fat  Hogs  have 
been  shipped,  leaving  an  unusually  small  sup- 
ply on  hand.  The  number  of  Fat  Cattle  in 
feeders'  hands  compares  favorably  with  that  of 
previous  years.  There  is  a  large  number  of 
Fat  Sheep  awaiting  shipment.  Farm  animals 
are  healthy  and  in  splendid  winter  condition. 

LOGAN.— The  stand  of  Winter  Wheat  is  ex- 
cellent ;  the  condition  is  above  an  average  ;  the 
acreage  largely  exceeds  that  of  1878,  and  many 
fields  of  Corn  have  been  seeded  to  Winter 
Wheat.  Winter  Rye  is  in  good  condition  ;  the 
acreage  is  less  than  last  season.  The  average 
yield  per  acre  of  Corn  is  better  than  last  year  ; 
the  drouth,  during  the  growing  season,  and  the 
early  frost,  injured  the  crop,  and  a  field  of  good 
sound  Corn  is  the  exception.  Farm  animals 
are  in  fine  condition,  and  generally  healthy  ; 
some  few  herds  of  swine  have  suffered  from 
Hog   cholera ;  the  loss  is  mainly  confined  to 

ffigs.  The  Hog  crop  for  this  season  is  less  than 
or  1878 ;  the  number  on  hand,  feeding 
for  market,  is  much  less  than  usual.  Fat 
Cattle  and  Sheep  have  been  shipped  more 
freely  than  in  previous  years,  and  there  is  a 
limited  number  on  hand. 

MACON.— Winter  Wheat  is  in  splendid  con- 
dition ;  in  some  localities  the  growth  has  been 
too  rank  ;  the  stand  is  good,  and  the  ground  is 
well  covered  ;  the  acreage  has  been  largely  in- 
creased. The  acreage  of  Winter  Rye  is  not  as 
large  as  last  season  ;  the  condition  of  the  grow- 
ing crop  is  promising.  Corn  has  nearly  all  been 
gathered  ;  the  late  planting  was  injured  by  the 


early  frosts,  and  is  light  and  not  of  the  best 
quality  ;  the  average  yield  per  acre  is  better 
tli an  last  season,  but  is  much  below  estimates 
made  before  gathering  the  crop.  Hogs  have  es- 
caped almost  altogether  from  the  heretofore 
customary  attacks  of  cholera ;  and  farm  ani- 
mals generally  are  healthy  and  in  good  condi- 
tion. The  season  has  been  very  favorable  for 
farm  work  and  for  the  well  being  of  stock.  The 
present  Hog  crop  is  much  less  than  heretofore, 
and  very  few  Hogs  remain  in  feeders'  hands. 
Beef  Cattle  are  scarce,  compared  with  this  date 
in  years  past.  There  is  a  good  supply  of  Fat 
Sheep  awaiting  shipment. 

MACOUPIN.— Winter  Wheat  has  seldom,  if 
ever,  been  in  a  more  promising  condition;  the 
growth  has  been  so  rank  in  some  localities  as  to 
make  it  necessary  to  pasture  the  crop;  the 
acreage  is  larger  than  for  the  previous  year. 
Very  little  Winter  Rye  sown  in  the  county  ;  the 
present  acreage  is  about  the  same  as  in  1878, 
and  the  condition  up  to  a  good  average.  Corn 
crop  all  gathered,  and  saved  in  fine  condition  ; 
the  quality  is  good,  and  the  average  yield  per 
acre  better  than  for  years.  There  has  been  less 
complaint  about  Hog  cholera  than  for  years. 
The  number  of  Hogs  fatted  for  the  1879  market 
is  less  than  in  1878  ;  there  is  less  than  the  usual 
number  of  Fat  Hogs  on  hand  in  December,  com- 
pared with  same  date  in  former  years.  Farm 
animals  are  remarkably  healthy  and  in  good 
condition.  Fat  Cattle  and  Sheep  have  been 
shipped  more  freely  than  usual,  and  there  is  a 
small  supply  in  hands  of  feeders  to  meet  future 
demands. 

MADISON.— Winter  Wheat  looks  well  and  is 
above  a  good  average  in  condition  ;  the  fields 
injured  by  the  Hessian  fly,  during  the  fall,  have 
about  recovered,  and  the  crop  is  making  a  vig- 
orous growth.  The  acreage  has  been  largely  in- 
creased over  that  of  the  previous  year.  'The 
Corn  crop  is  above  the  average  in  quantity  and 
condition  ;  the  Corn  was  badlv  blown  down  and 
injured  by  the  wet  weather  in  some  localities. 
There  are  but  few  complaints  of  loss  of  Hogs  by 
disease,  and  the  pigs  are  generally  the  victims. 
Farm  animals,  other  than  Hogs,  are  in  good 
condition  and  healthy.  The  number  of  Hogs 
fatted  for  the  1879  market  is  some  less  than  last 
season  :  the  supply  for  shipment  is  equal  to  that 
of  the  previous  season  at  same  date.  Fat  Cattle 
and  Sneep  have  been  forwarded  to  market 
earlier  than  usual,  and  the  supply  on  hand  is 
limited. 

MARION.— Winter  Wheat  generally  looks 
fine,  with  fair  prospects  ;  some  fields  have  been 
damaged  by  the  Hessian  fly,  but  are  improving, 
and  the  condition  is  up  to  a  good  average  for 
the  county.  The  profits  attending  the  culture 
of  Wheat  of  late  has  induced  farmers  to  in- 
crease the  acreage  over  that  of  1878.  Winter 
Rye  is  in  good  condition  ;  not  as  much  sown  as 
last  season.  Corn  was  blown  down,  and  injured 
by  the  wet  weather,  during  the  fall ;  the  yield  is 
niuch  below  expectations,  and  the  quality  only 
medium.  There  is  no  complaint  of  loss  of 
stock  by  disease  ;  Hogs  have  been  remarkably 
healthy,  and  the  1879  Hog  crop  is  larger  than 
that  of  1878,  and  the  supply  on  hand  is  equal  to 
that  of  former  years,  at  corresponding  date. 
Beef  Cattle  are  plenty  and  the  supply  on  hand 
is  sufficient  for  probable  demands.  The  crop  of 
Tobacco  was  only  medium  ;  the  same  may  be 
said  of  Castor  Beans.  The  yield  per  acre  of 
Irish  Potatoes  is  above  an  average. 

MARSHALL.— There  was  much  more  Winter 
Wheat  sown  this  fall  than  heretofore  :  the  wet 
weather,  in  September,  caused  rust  in  some 
fields ;  the  warm  weather,  In  October,  was 
favorable  for  rapid  growth,  and  the  condition 
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will  soon  be  up  to  a  good  average.  The  acreage 
seeded  to  Winter  -Rye  is  about  the  same  as  last 
season  :  the  condition  is  promising.  Corn  is 
about  all  gathered,  and  saved  in  good  condition; 
the  late  planting,  and  fields  not  cultivated  fre- 
quently during  the  dry  season,  show  the  effects 
of  the  drouth,  and  the  Corn  is  light  in  weight 
and  not  of  the  best  quality  ;  the  average  yield 
per  acre  exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year.  The 
loss  of  Hogs  by  disease  is  less  than  for  some 
years  :  there  has  not  been  as  much  attention 
given  to  raising  Hogs  as  heretofore,  and  the 
number  fatted  for  this  season's  market  is  less 
than  usual ;  the  Fat  Hogs  have  been  shipped 
more  rapidly  than  heretofore,  and  the  number 
on  hand  is  limited.  Fat  Sheep  and  Cattle  are 
limited,  as  to  number  ready  for  shipment,  and 
compared  with  the  previous  season. 

MASON.— Winter  Wheat  has  not  recovered 
from  the  effects  of  the  drouth,  soon  after  seed- 
ing ;  some  fields  were  injured  by  the  Hessian 
fly  ;  the  acreage  is  much  larger  than  last  season. 
Winter  Rye  is  looking  well ;  the  acreage  is  less 
than  heretofore-  Corn,  owing  to  the  drouth 
and  injury  by  chinch  bugs,  is  inferior  in  quality, 
and  the  average  yield  per  acre  much  below  ex- 

{)ectations.  Farm  animals  are  remarkably 
lealthy  and  in  good  condition.  The  Hog  crop 
is  small,  compared  with  1878,  and  there  is  a  very 
limited  number  of  Fat  Hogs  on  hand  ready  for 
shipment.  Fat  Cattle  have  not  been  shipped  as 
freely  as  usual,  and  there  is  a  large  surplus  on 
hand.  The  price  of  farm  products  is  very  satis- 
factory to  producers. 

MASSAC— The  acreage  of  Winter  Wheat  is 
fully  as  large  as  last  season,  and  the  condition  is 
nearly  up  to  a  good  average  ;  some  complain  of 
the  rank  growth  of  Wheat,  Corn  was  badly 
damaged  by  being  blown  down,  and  the  wet 
weath,  succeeding  the  storm,  injured  the  qual- 
ity ;  the  yield  per  acre  is  below  a  good  average. 
The  loss  of  Hogs  has  been  quite  severe  in  some 
localities.  The  number  of  Hogs  fatted  for  mar- 
ket exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year,  and  the 
demand  has  reduced  the  number  usually  on 
hand  at  this  season.  There  is  a  limited  supply 
of  good  Beef  Cattle  on  hand  ready  for  ship- 
ment, 

McDONOUGH.— Winter  Wheat  has  improved 
rapidly  since  the  late  rains,  and  has  about  re- 
covered from  the  effects  of  the  drouth  succeed- 
ing sowing ;  the  acreage  has  been  largely  in- 
creased over  previous  years,  and  the  prospect  is 
encouraging  for  a  very  large  crop  of  Winter 
Wheat.  Rye  is  in  good  condition,  but  the  acre- 
age is  much  less  than  that  of  1878.  Corn  is 
about  all  harvested,  and  was  saved  in  good  con- 
dition ;  the  average  yield  per  acre  is  much  above 
that  or  1878,  and  the  quality  is  good.  There  has 
been  very  little  cholera  in  the  county  this  sea- 
son ;  other  farm  animals  are  heaithy  and  in 
good  condition.  The  loss  attending  feeding  of 
Hogs  the  past  few  years  has  discouraged  many 
from  continuing  in  the  business,  and  the  present 
Hog  crop  is  the  smallest  for  some  years  :  the 
supply  ready  for  market  is  about  half  that  of 
corresponding  dates  in  previous  years,  Beef 
Cattle  and  Fat  Sheep  are  on  hand  in  limited 
quantities. 

McHENRY— The  chinch  bugs  and  dry  weather 
have  injured  Winter  Wheat ;  the  late  rains  and 
favorable  weather  have  greatly  improved  the 
prospect ;  with  continued  seasonable  weather 
the  largely  increased  acreage  over  previous 
years  will  make  the  coming  crop  of  Winter 
Wheat  the  largest  ever  grown  in  the  county. 
There  is  no  change  in  the  acreage  of  Winter 
Rye  as  compared  with  that  of  1878  ;  the  condi- 
tion is  somewhat  below  an  average.  The  early 
planted  corn  turned  out  well ;  the  quality  and 


quantity  are  very  satisfactory  ;  the  late  plant- 
ing was  injured  by  the  dry  weather  and  early 
frost.  There  has  been  hardly  enough  Hog 
cholera  in  the  county  the  past  season  to  be 
worthy  of  mention.  The  Hog  crop  is  much  less 
tli an  for  previous  years,  and  buyers  have  re- 
duced the  number  usually  on  hand  at  this  date. 
Beef  Cattle  have  been  shipped  more  freely  than 
usual,  and  there  is  a  limited  number  on  hand 
awaiting  shipment.  The  Flax  crop  was  good. 
Irish  Potatoes  averaged  well. 

McLEAN— There  is  generally  a  good  stand  of 
Winter  Wheat,  and  the  rank  growth  in  many 
localities  is  not  considered  favorable  for  win- 
tering of  the  same.  There  is  about  double  the 
acreage  of  Winter  Wheat  sown  this  fall  when 
compared  with  that  of  the  previous  season,  and 
the  condition  is  above  an  average.  Rye  is  look- 
ing well ;  not  as  much  sown  as  in  1878.  The 
average  yield  per  acre  of  Corn  is  much  above 
that  of  previous  years  ;  the  quality  is  not  the 
best ;  considerable  complaint  of  the  light  weight 
of  Corn.  There  is  less  Hog  cholera  in  the  county 
than  usual  at  this  season.  The  number  of  Hogs 
fed  for  the  1879  market  is  small  compared  with 
previous  years,  and  few  Hogs  remain  in  feeders' 
hands  awaiting  shipment.  Beef  Cattle  in  lim- 
ited number  await  shipment ;  the  quality  of  the 
Cattle  ready  for  market  is  better  than  usual. 

MENARD— Winter  Wheat  is  looking  well, 
and  is  up  to  a  good  average  in  condition  ;  the 
Hessian  fly  has  injured  some  fields  ;  the  acreage 
is  much  larger  than  heretofore,  and  with  season- 
able weather  the  next  crop  promises  to  be  one 
of  the  largest  ever  grown  in  the  county.  Winter 
Rye  is  up  to  a  good  average  in  condition,  and 
the  acreage  is  about  the  same  as  last  season. 
The  Corn  crop  was  saved  in  good  condition,  and 
the  yield  is  above  an  average ;  some  fields  of 
laie  corn  were  touched  with  the  frost  and  the 
quality  injured.  The  loss  of  Hogs  by  cholera 
the  past  year  has  been  light  compared  with  pre- 
vious years,  and  the  disease  has  been  confined 
mainly  to  pigs.  Horses,  Cattle  and  Sheep  are 
healthy  and  in  good  condition.  The  number  of 
Hogs  fatted  for  the  1879  market  is  less  than  for 
1878,  and  the  number  on  hand  awaiting  ship- 
ment is  quite  limited.  Beef  Cattle  and  Fat 
Sheep  have  found  ready  sale,  and  the  supply 
on  hand  is  less  than  usual  at  this  season. 

MERCER.— There  has  been  considerable  more 
Winter  Wheat  sown  this  fall  than  last,  and  the 
condition  is  nearly  up  to  an  average  ;  the  crop 
has  nearly  recovered  from  the  effects  of  the 
drouth.  The  acreage  of  Winter  Wheat  is  about 
the  same  as  last  season  ;  the  condition  is  im- 
proving since  the  rains,  and  will  soon  be  up  to 
an  average.  Corn  is  all  gathered ;  the  quality 
is  generally  good,  and  the  average  yield  per  acre 
large.  There  has  been  considerable  complaint 
of  loss  of  Hogs  by  cholera.  The  number  of  Hogs 
failed  for  market  is  much  below  that  of  previous 
years,  and  the  number  on  hand  for  shipment  is 
quite  limited.  The  supply  of  Beef  Cattle  and 
Fat  Sheep  is  equal  to  the  demand  ;  the  quality 
is  excellent.  Farm  crops  are  bringing  good 
prices. 

MONROE.— Winter  Wheat  has  seldom,  if  ever, 
looked  more  promising,  and  with  favorable 
weather  the  largely  increased  acreage  will  make 
one  of  the  best  crops  grown  in  this  country  ;  the 
Wheat  was  put  in  earlier  than  usual,  and  seeded 
with  more  care.  Winter  Rye  is  above  an  aver- 
age in  condition  ;  the  acreage  is  less  than  last 
season.  The  quality  of  Corn  is  generelly  good, 
and  the  yield  is  much  above  an  average  ;  the 
corn  crop  of  the  county  is  more  than  double  that 
of  the  previous  year.  Farm  Animals  are  in 
good  condition,  and  there  has  been  no  com- 
plaints of  disease.     The  number  of  Hogs  fed  for 
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the  1879  market  slightly  exceeded  that  of  last 
year ;  the  demand  has  been  better  than  usual, 
owing  to  the  limited  number  of  Hogs  in  other 
couuties,  and  the  supply  for  shipment  is  much 
less  than  usual.  The  supply  of  Beef  Cattle  and 
Fat  Sheep  exceeds  that  of  former  years  at  cor- 
responding dates. 

MONTGOMERY.  Winter  Wheat  acreage 
largely  exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year,  and 
the  condition  is  much  above  a  good  average,  and 
the  prospects  have  seldom  been  batter  for  an 
abundant  crop.  There  is  a  large  decrease  in  the 
acreage  of  Winter  Rye ;  the  condition  is 
better  than  usual  at  this  season.  The  Corn  crop 
is  the  best  grown  in  the  county  for  years  ;  the 
average  yield  per  acre  is  large,  the  quality  good 
and  the  price  remunerative.  There  is  consider- 
able complaint  of  loss  of  Pigs  in  some  localities; 
very  few  Hogs  are  attacked  with  the  disease. 
The  number  of  Hogs  for  market  is  much  below 
that  of  former  years  ;  the  supply  awaiting  ship- 
ment is  less  than  usual  for  the  season.  Beef 
Cattle  have  been  shipped  earlier  than  usual, 
and  the  number  of  Pat  Cattle  on  hand  is  less 
than  heretofore.  There  is  a  good  supply  of  Fat 
Sheep  in  feeders'  hands. 

MORGAN— There  has  been  an  unusually 
large  acreage  of  Winter  Wheat  seeded  this 
fall,  and,  where  the  drill  was  used,  the  condi- 
tion is  nearly  up  to  an  average  ;  the  Wheat 
sown  broadcast,  and  plowed  or  harrowed  in,  has 
suffered  more  from  the  drouth.  Very  little  Winter 
Rye  sown  the  past  season,  Corn  is  all  gathered, 
and  was  saved  in  good  condition  :  the  average 
yield  per  acre  exceeds  that  of  some  previous 
good  years,  but  is  below  estimates  made  previ- 
ous to  harvesting.  There  has  been  but  a  small 
percentage  of  loss  by  disease  among  Swine, 
and  pigs  and  shoats  have  generally  been  the 
victims,  The  Hog  crop  is  about  as  large  as  last 
season  ;  Hogs  are  somewhat  heavier  than  in 
1878  ;  the  supply  for  shipment  is  less  than  usual 
at  this  season.  There  are  not  as  many  Fat  Cat- 
tle ready  for  market  as  usual  at  this  date. 

MOULTRIE— Winter  Wheat  never  looked 
better  at  this  season  ;  the  stand  is  good,  and 
the  growth  and  color  of  the  plant  indicates 
great  vigor ;  the  acreage  largely  exceeds  that 
of  the  previous  year,  and  with  a  favorable  sea- 
son, the  next  crop  will  be  immense.  Winter 
Rye  is  above  an  average  in  condition  ;  the  acre- 
age is  about  the  same  as  last  season.  The  early 
planted  Corn  made  a  large  average  yield  per 
acre,  and  the  quality  was  good  ;  the  late  planted 
was  injured  by  the  early  frost,  and  the  Corn  is 
of  inferior  quality.  Large  Hogs  have  not  suf- 
fered from  the  attacks  of  cholera ;  there  has 
been  considerable  complaint  of  loss  of  pigs. 
The  number  of  Hogs  fed  for  this  season's  market 
is  some  less  than  last  year,  and  Hogs  are  not  as 
heavy  as  in  1878 ;  the  supply  for  shipment  is 
less  than  for  same  date  last  year.  The  quality 
of  Beef  Cattle  fed  for  market  is  better  than  the 
average,  and  there  has  been  an  active  demand  ; 
the  number  on  hand  is  quite  limited.  There  is 
about  the  usual  number  of  Fat  Sheep  awaiting 
shipment. 

OGLE, — Winter  Wheat  has  made  a  rank 
growth,  and  the  present  prospects  are  encour- 
aging for  another  good  crop ;  the  acreage  is 
much  larger  than  last  year.  Rye  is  up  to  an 
average  in  condition,  and  the  acreage  about  the 
same  as  last  season  ;  there  is  comparatively  a 
small  area  of  Rye  in  the  county.  The  Corn 
crop  is  better  than  last  season,  both  as  to  yield 
and  quality  ;  the  crop  is  selling  rapidly  at  pay- 
ing prices.  Hog  cholera  has  almost  entirely  dis- 
appeared ;  other  farm  animals  are  healthy  and 
in  good  condition.  Farmers  are  prosperous, 
cheerful   and  happy  over  the  return  of  better 


ins,  and,  witn  iavoraoie  weatner.  win  soon 
up  to  an  average  in  coudition  ;  the  acreage 
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times,  the  result  of  abundant  crops  and  good 
prices.  The  number  of  Hogs  fed  for  the  1879 
market  is  much  below  that  of  the  previous 
year ;  Hogs  have  been  in  good  demand,  and 
the  supply  on  hand  is  limited.  There  is  a  good 
supply  of  Fat  Cattle  and  Sheep  awaiting  ship- 
ment. Flax  and  Irish  Potato  crops  compare 
favorably  with  former  years. 

PEORIA— Winter  Wheat  has  materially  im- 
proved since  the  late  rains,  and  has  nearly  re- 
covered from  the  effects  of  the  drowth  ;  the 
acreage  exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year,  and 
the  outlook  is  encouraging  for  an  abundant 
yield.  Winter  Rye  is  nearly  up  to  an  average 
in  condition  ;  the  acreage  is  much  below  that  of 

grevious  year.  The  average  yield  per  acre  of 
orn  exceeds  that  of  1878,  and  the  crop  has 
been  saved  in  good  condition  ;  the  late  planted 
Corn  was  injured  by  the  frost.  There  has  been 
but  little  complaint  of  loss  of  Hogs  by  cholera 
the  past  year.  The  condition  of  farm  animals 
is  good,  and  live  stock  has  seldom  been  as  free 
from  disease.  The  'number  of  Hogs  fed  for  the 
1879  market  is  about  the  same  as  last  season, 
and  weights  compare  favorably ;  Hogs  have 
seldom  been  marketed  as  close  as  this  season  ; 
the  number  on  hand  is  very  limited.  The  sup- 
ply of  Fat  Cattle  awaiting  shipment  is  less  than 
usual  at  this  season  of  the  year.  Fat  Sheep 
supply  is  larger  than  usual,  and  the  quality 
good. 

PERRY.— There  has  been  considerable  dam- 
age done  the  Winter  Wheat  by  the  Hessian  fly, 
and  the  injury  is  greater  on  timber  land  ;  the 
crop  looks  much  more  promising  since  the 
rains,  and,  with  favorable  weather,  will  soon 
be

area  is  about  the  same  as  last  season.  Corn 
crop  is  mucn  better  than  for  some  years  ;  the 
average  yield  per  acre  is  large,  and  the  quality 
generally  good  ;  some  fields  were  blown  down 
and  injured  by  the  succeeding  storms.  Farm 
animals  are  healthy  and  in  good  condition  ; 
there  has  been  some  loss  by  hog  cholera,  in 
some  few  localities,  which  has  been  confined  to 
pigs.  There  has  been  so  little  profit  attending 
the  feeding  of  Hogs  the  last  few  years  that 
many  farmers  have  turned  their  attention  to 
other  stock,  thus  reducing  the  number  of  Hogs 
fed  for  market,  compared  with  the  previous 
year.  There  is  a  good  supply  of  Fat  Cattle  and 
Sheep  awaiting  shipment. 

PIATT.— There  is  but  little  change  in  the 
acreage  of  Winter  Wheat  compared  with  pre- 
vious season ;  the  crop  is  recovering  from  the 
effects  of  the  drouth  and  Hessian  fly,  and  with 
good  weather  the  condition  will  soon  be  up 
to  an  average.  Rye  was  generally  sown  late, 
and  is  in  only  fair  condition  ;  the  acreage  is 
less  than  last  season.  The  Corn  crop  is  much 
better  than  last  season  ;  the  crop  has  been 
saved  in  good  condition ;  some  of  the  late 
planted  Corn  did  not  mature  and  is  loose  on  the 
cob.  There  has  been  but  little  complaint  of 
loss  by  Hog  cholera  the  present  season,  and 
only  pigs  and  small  shoats  have  been  affected. 
There  is  a  large  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
Hogs  fed  for  the  1879  market  as  compared  with 
1878,  and  the  Hogs  shipped  are  not  as  heavy. 
The  supply  of  Fat  Cattle  and  Sheep  is  some- 
what below  that  of  previou..  years  at  corre- 
sponding date. 

PIKE— Some  fields  of  Winter  Wheat  have 
been  injured  by  the  Hes..ian  fly  ;  the  crop  gen- 
erally is  in  excellent  condition  ;  there.has  been 
considerable  more  wheat  sown  this  season  than 
last.  The  acreage  of  Winter  Rye  is  less  than  in 
1878;  the  condition  is  about  up  to  an  average . 
The  average  yield  per  acre  of  Corn  is  better 
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than  last  season  ;  the  crop  has  been  gathered 
and  much  of  it  has  been  marketed;  the  late 
planting  is  of  inferior  quality.  Farm  animals 
are  healttn  and  in  good  condition.  There  has 
been  but  little  complaint  of  loss  of  Hogs  by 
disease  the  past  season.  The  number  of  Hogs 
fatted  for  1879  market  is  less  than  for  the  pre- 
vious year  ;  the  number  of  Hogs  on  hand  await- 
ing shipment  is  quite  limited.  The  supply  of 
Beef  Cattle  is  less  than  usual  at  this  date.  There 
is  a  good  supply  of  Fat  Sheep  on  hand  awaiting 
shipment. 

POPE.— Winter  Wheat  was  generally  sown 
early,  and  has  made  good  growth;  the  condition 
is  above  an  average;  the  acreage  has  been  in- 
creased this  fall  over  that  of  1878.  Corn  has  all 
been  gathered;  the  yield  is  much  better  than  last 
season;  the  quality  is  inferior,  more  especially 
the  late  planting.  Farm  animals  have  been  free 
from  disease  the  past  season,  and  are  in  excellent 
winter  condition.  The  number  of  Hogs  fatted 
for  this  season's  market  exceeds  that  of  1878;  the 
supply  for  shipment  is  less  than  usual  for  this 
date.  There  is  a  good  supply  of  Fat  Cattle  and 
Sheep  in  feeders'  hands.  The  average  yield  per 
acre  of  Tobacco  is  below  that  of  previous  years. 

PULASKI.— Early  sown  Winter  Wheat  was  in- 
jured in  many  localities  by  the  Hessian  fly;  the 
late  sowing  has  made  good  growth,  and  is  above 
an  average  in  condition;  the  acreage  is  somewhat 
increased,  compared  with  that  of  the  previous 
year.  There  is  but  a  limited  amount  of  Winter 
Rye  sown  in  the  county;  the  crop  looks  well. 
Corn  is  of  average  quality;  the  yield  per  acre  is 
more  than  last  season.  Live  stock  is  unusually 
healthy  and  in  thriving  condition.  The  number 
of  Hogs  fatted  for  the  1879  market  exceeds  that 
of  1878,  and  the  demand  has  induced  farmers  to 
sell  more  closely  than  usual;  the  supply  for  ship- 
ment is  limited,  Fat  Cattle  and  Sheep  have 
found  ready  sale,  at  good  prices,  and  there  is  a 
less  number  than  usual  in  feeders'  hands.  The 
average  yield  per  acre  of  Tobacco  compares  favor- 
ably with  former  years. 

PUTNAM.— A  very  much  larger  acreage  has 
been  sown  wiih  Winter  Wheat  than  last  season, 
and  the  condition  is  nearly  up  to  a  good  average. 
The  acreage  of  Winter  Rye  is  less  than  last  sea- 
son; tne  condition  is  promising.  The  early  frost 
seriously  injured  the  late  Corn,  which,  with 
drouth  during  the  growing  season,  has  made  the 
quality  of  a  portion  of  the  crop  very  inferior;  the 
average  yield  per  acre  for  the  county  is  some  bet- 
ter than  last  season.  Diseases  among  Hogs  have 
prevailed  in  many  portions  of  the  county;  more 
have  died  of  pneumonia  than  cholera;  small 
pigs  have  suffered  most.  The  number  of  Hogs 
fed  for  market  is  less  than  usual;  the  number 
awaiting  shipment  is  much  below  that  of  former 
years  at  same  date.  There  are  not  as  many  Fat 
Cattle  and  Sheep  for  shipment  as  heretofore  at 
this  season. 

RANDOLPH.— Winter  Wheat  is  nearly  up  to  an 
average  in  condition,  and,  since  the  rains,  is  im- 
proving rapidly;  many  fields  were  seriously  in- 
jured by  the  Hessian  fly,  early  in  the  season, 
which,  with  the  prevailing  drouth,  made  the 
season  a  very  trying  one  for  Winter  Wheat. 
There  was  a  limited  amount  of  Winter  Rye  sown 
the  past  fall;  the  condition  is  up  to  a  good  aver- 
age. The  diseases  among  farm  animals  are  con- 
fined to  swine,  which  have  been  effected  with 
cholera  in  some  localities.  The  number  of  Hogs 
fatted  for  market  this  season  is  larger  than  in 
1878;  the  weights  are  somewhat  less;  the  supply 
on  hand  is  larger  than  usual  for  this  date,  when 
compared  with  previous  years.  The  supply  of 
Fat  Cattle  »nd  Sheep  is  up  to  that  of  former 
years. 

RICHLAND.— There  has  been  a  very  large 
acreage  seeded  to  Winter  Wheat,  and  the  present 


prospects  are  very  flattering  for  a  good  yield  on 
the  largely  increased  acreage ;  some  fields  of 
Wheat  were  seriously  damaged  by  the  Hessian 
fly;  the  crop  has  fully  recovered  from  the  effects 
of  the  drouth  since  the  abundant  rains.  Winter 
Rye  looks  well ;  but  little  sown  except  for  pas- 
ture. The  storms  prostrated  considerable  Corn 
and  injured  the  quality  of  much  of  the  crop; 
the  drouth  early  in  the  season  was  unfavorable 
and  had  much  to  do  with  the  low  average  yield 
per  acre.  Farm  animals,  except  Hogs,  are 
healthy  and  in  good  condition;  in  some  portions 
of  the  county  there  has  been  an  unusual  fatality 
attending  small  shoats  and  pigs,  the  result  of 
Hog  cholera.  The  Hog  crop  is  not  as  large  as  in 
1878,  and  there  is  but  a  limited  number  on  hand 
awaiting  shipment.  Fat  Cattle  and  Sheep  have 
gone  to  market  more  rapidly  than  common,  and 
there  is  not  the  usual  number  on  hand  ready  for 
market. 

ROCK  ISLAND.— Late  sown  Winter  Wheat  was 
damaged  in  some  localities  by  freezing  ;  the  early 
seeded  Wheat  made  good  growth  and  is  now  up 
to  a  good  average;  there  has  be<m  a  very  large 
increase  in  the  acreage  sown  this  fall  compared 
with  that  of  the  previous  year.  Winter  Rye  is 
up  to  a  good  average  in  condition  ;  the  acreage 
is  below  that  of  1878.  Corn  is  about  all  cribbed, 
was  saved  in  fine  condition  ;  the  average  yield 
per  acre,  while  below  expectations,  is  much 
better  than  last  season.  Many  young  Hogs  have 
died  the  past  year,  with  disease,  in  different  por- 
tions of  he  county.  The  Hog  crop  is  fully  up  to 
that  of  former  years  ;  there  are  very  few  Hogs  In 
feeders'  hands  awaiting  shipment.  There  is 
about  the  same  number  of  Fat  Cattle  on  hand. 
Sheep  have  been  marketed  more  freely  than 
usual. 

SALINE.— Winter  Wheat  is  in  good  condition; 
the  acreage  is  larger  than  last  season.  The  aver- 
age yield  per  acre  of  Corn  is  much  better  than 
last  season  ;  there  is  considerable  complaint  of 
damage  to  Coin  by  the  excessive  rains.  There 
has  been  considerable  cholera  among  Hogs  in 
various  parts  of  the  county.  More  Fat  Hogs 
have  been  shipped  to  market  than  in  1878,  and 
there  is  a  large  number  ready  for  shiDment. 
There  is  the  usual  number  of  Fat  Cattle  oh  hand 
ready  for  market.  Fat  Sheep  are  rather  scarce. 
The  Tobacco  crop  will  compare  favorably  with 
former  years,  both  as  to  yieid  and  quality. 

SANGAMON.— The  condition  of  Winter  Wheat 
is  improving  and  is  nearly  up  to  an  average  ;  the 
season  has  been  very  trying  to  this  crop;  the 
prevailing  drouth  during  the  fall  and  injury  of 
many  fields  by  the  Hessian  fly  made  the  outlook 
anything  but  encouraging  before  the  fall  rains. 
The  "Wheat  mania"  is  prevailing  to  an  unusual 
extent  in  this  county,  and  the  increased  acreage 
will  either  "make  or  break"  many  farmers, 
according  as  the  crop  turns  out;  our  most  suc- 
cessful farmers  believe  and  practice  diversified 
farming,  and  have  long  since  abandoned  the  too 
common  and  disastrous  practice  Of  "taking  all 
their  eggs  to  market  in  the  same  basket."  The 
average  yield  per  acre  of  Corn  is  about  the  same 
as  last  season;  the  quality  is  much  below  that  of 
former  years,  owing  to  the  dry  weather  after 
planting  and  early  frost.  The  Hog  crop  is  much 
larger  than  last  season,  and  the  demand  has 
induced  farmers  to  sell  more  closely  than  usual. 
Diseases  among  Swine  have  been  almost  entirely 
confined  to  pigs  and  shoats;  some  few  localities 
have  suffered  considerable  loss  from  cholera. 
There  has  been  more  complaint  than  usual  of 
distemper  among  Horses  :  other  farm  animals, 
except  as  noted,  are  healthv  and  in  good  condi- 
tion. There  is  a  good  supply  of  Beef  Cattle  and 
Fat  Sheep  awaiting  shipment. 

SCHUYLER— Winter  Wheat  covers  the  ground 
well,  and  the  growth  is  vigorous  and  strong;  the 
condition  is  above  a  good   average,   and,  with 
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favorable  season,  there  will  be  an  unusually  large 
yield  on  the  Increased  acreage.  The  acreage  of 
Winter  Rye  is  less  than  last  season;  the  condition 
is  up  to  a  good  average.  The  Corn  crop  is  good; 
the  average  yield  per  acre  is  much  above  an  aver- 
age, and  the  quality  is  superior.  There  has  been 
very  little  complaint  of  disease  among  Hogs,  ex- 
cept in  certain  localities.  The  number  of  Hogs 
fatted  for  market  is  much  less  than  that  of  the 
previous  season;  the  supply  on  hand,  awaiting 
shipment,  is  less  than  usual  at  this  time  of  the 
year.  Beef  Cattle  and  Fat  Sheep  remain  in 
feeders'  hands  in  limited  numbers. 

SCOTT.— Winter  Wheat  is  looking  well;  the 
acreage  seeded  -this  season  exceeds  that  of  the 
previous  year;  the  condition  is  up  to  an  average, 
and  the  fall  rains  have  improved  the  prospects. 
There  was  not  as  much  Winter  Rye  sown  as  usual; 
the  growth  is  vigorous,  and  the  condition  js  up  to 
an  average.  The  yield  per  acre  of  Corn  is  much 
above  the  average;  the  crop  has  been  saved  in 
good  condition.  The  Hog  crop  is  not  as  large  as 
last  season,  and  the  supply  awaiting  shipment  is 
small;  there  is  a  limited  number  of  Fat  Cattle 
and  Sheep  in  farmers  hands.  There  has  been 
considerable  hog  cholera  in  certain  localities. 
Prices  realized  for  farm  products  are  very  satis- 
factory to  farmers,  and  the  crops  are  being  mar- 
keted as  rapidly  as  the  roads  will  permit. 

SHELBY.— Winter  Wheat  has  seldom  been  in 
more  promising  condition,  for  the  season  of  the 
year,  than  at  the  present  time;  the  present  acre- 
age largely  exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year; 
some  fields  have  been  injured  by  the  Hessian  fly. 
Rye  is  in  good  condition,  and  the  area  about  the 
same  as  last  season.  Corn  is  about  all  gathered, 
and  the  bulk  of  the  surplus  sold;  the  average 
yield  per  acre  exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year; 
the  quality  is  not  as  good  as  heretofore,  owing  to 
the  drouth  during  the  growing  season.  There 
has  been  but  little  complaint  of  loss  of  Hogs  by 
disease;  the  number  fed  for  the  1879  market  ex- 
ceeds that  of  the  previous  year,  and  there  is  a 
liberal  supply  on  hand  ready  for  shipment, 
Farm  animals  generally  are  healthy  and  in  good 
condition.  Beef  Cattle  and  Fat  Sheep  have  not 
been  forwarded  to  market  as  radidly  as  usual. 

STARK.— There  is  a  much  larger  acrerge  of 
Winter  Wheat  than  last  season,  and  the  condi- 
tion is  up  to  .a  good  average .  Rye  is  nearly  up  to 
an  average  in  condition;  the  acreage  is  the  same 
as  last  season .  The  average  yield  per  acre  of 
Corn  exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year;  the  qual- 
ity is  not  as  good  as  heretofore;  there  is  more  soft 
Corn  than*  usual.  Considerable  hog  cholera, 
There  is  a  larger  number  of  Fat  Hogs  this  season 
than  last;  the  demand  has  induced  farmers  to 
sell  earlier  than  usual,  and  the  number  on  hand 
is  quite  limited.  The  supply  of  Beef  Cattle  is 
hardly  up  to  that  of  previous  years  at  this  date. 
Fat  SheeD  in  feeders'  hands  number  about  the 
same  as  heretofore. 

St.  CLAIR.— Winter  Wheat  was  injured  to  some 
extent  by  the  Hessian  fly ;  there  has  been  a  great 
improvement  in  the  condition  since  the  cool  and 
wet  weather,  and  with  favorable  season  the 
Wheat  will  soon  be  up  to  a  good  average;  the 
acreage  is  larger  than  last  year.  There  is  no 
change  in  the  acreage  of  Rye,  which  is  about 
the  same  as  in  1878.  The  present  Corn  crop 
is  the  best  grown  in  the  county  for  years,  both  as 
to  quality  and  large  average  yield  per  acre ;  the 
crop  has  almost  all  been  gathered,  and  was  saved 
in  good  condition;  some  of  the  late  planted  Corn 
is  of  pool  quality.  There  is  no  complaint  of  loss 
of  Hogs  by  disease.  The  present  Hog  crop  is 
much  larger  than  last  season,  and  the  supply  in 
feeders'  hands  exceds  that  of  former  years.  Fat 
Cattle  and  Sheep  have  been  marketed  earlier 
than  usual,  and  the  supply  on  hand  is  limited. 

STEPHENSON.-Winter  Wheat  is  in  good 
condition,  and  well  covered  with  snow  ;  the  dry 


weather  during  the  fall  was  unfavorable  to  the 
rapid  growth  of  Wheat ;  the  acreage  is  larger 
than  last  season.  Rye  looks  well ;  the  acreage 
is  less  than  in  1878.  The  average  yield  per  acre 
of  Corn  is  about  the  same  as  last  season  ;  the 
quality  is  not  as  good  ;  there  is  considerable 
complaint  of  light  weight.  There  is  consider- 
able Hog  Cholera  in  the  country,  but  not  as 
much  as  last  season  ;  the  Hog  crop  of  the  county 
is  less  than  in  1878,  and  has  nearly  all  been 
marketed.  The  supply  of  Fat  Cattle  and  Sheep 
is  nearly  as  large  as  last  season  at  this  date. 
The  Flax  and  Tobacco  crops  are  good  ;  fully  up 
to  an  average  in  yield,  and  the  quality  is  good. 

TAZEWELL.— There  has  been  an  unusually 
large  area  sown  to  Winter  Wheat  this  season, 
and  the  condition  is  above  an  average.  Winter 
Rye  looks  well ;  the  acreage  is  less  than  hereto- 
fore. Corn  was  saved  in  good  condition  ;  ex- 
cepting the  late  planting  the  Corn  is  sound,  and 
the  average  yield  per  acre  about  the  same  as 
last  season.  There  has  been  some  complaint  of 
loss  of  Hogs  by  cholera ;  the  pigs  and  shoats 
suffered  most.  The  1879  Hog  crop  is  much  be- 
low that  of  1878,  and  the  number  on  hand  await- 
ing shipment  is  quite  small  compared  with  pre- 
vious years  at  corresponding  date.  There  is  a 
good  supply  of  Fat  Cattle  and  Sheep  in  the 
hands  of  feeders.  Farm  animals,  excepting 
Hogs,  are  healthy  and  in  excellent  condition. 

UNION.  Some  fields  of  early  sown  Winter 
Wheat  were  injured  by  the  Hessian  fly ;  the 
crop  generally  is  up  to  a  good  average  in  condi- 
tion. Winter  Rye  is  not  receiving  much  atten- 
tion in  this  county  ;  the  acreage  is  limited  ;  the 
condition  is  up  to  a  good  average.  Com  is  not 
all  gathered  ;  the  average  yield  per  acre  equals 
that  of  the  previous  season,  and  the  quality 
about  up  to  that  of  former  years.  Farm  animals 
are  remarkably  healthy  and  in  excellent  condi- 
tion. The  present  Hog  crop  is  much  larger 
than  in  1878,  and  has  found  a  good  market ; 
about  the  usual  number  at  this  season  remain 
in  feeders'  hands. 

VERMILION.— The  Winter  Wheat  acreage 
largely  exceeds  that  of  previous  years,  and  the 
condition  is  much  above  a  good  average  ;  a  poor 
field  of  Wheat  is  an  exception.  Rye  is  in  ex- 
cellent condition ;  the  area  is  less  than  last 
season.  Corn,  excepting  the  late  planted,  is 
sound  and  of  good  quality  ;  the  average  yield 
per  acre  is  some  better  than  last  season  ;  the 
early  frost  injured  the  late  planting.  There  has 
been  less  Hog  cholera  in  the  county  than  for 
several  years  past.  The  1879  Hog  crop  is  nearly 
as  large  as  that  of  the  previous  season ;  the 
supply  awaiting  shipment  is  some  less  than  at 
same  date  last  season.  There  is  a  good  supply 
of  Fat  Cattle  in  feeders'  hands.  Fat  Sheep 
ready  for  market  about  the  same  in  number  as 
last  season. 

WABASH.— Winter  Wheat  is  not  up  to  a  good 
average  in  condition  ;  the  Hessian  fly  has  in- 
jured the  crop  seriously,  and  the  Wheat  in 
many  fields  is  full  of  eggs,  which  are  likely  to 
give  further  trouble  next  spring ;  the  acreage 
is  larger  than  last  season,  very  little  Winter 
Rye  sown  in  the  county  except  for  pasture  ;  the 
condition  is  good.  The  average  yield  per  acre 
of  corn  exceeds  that  of  1878  ;  in  some  parts  of 
the  county  the  Corn  was  badly  blown  down  and 
has  been  damaged  by  the  fall  rains ;  the  late 
planting  is  inferior  as  to  quality.  There  is  less 
complaint  of  loss  of  Hogs  by  cholera  than 
heretofore,  and  the  pigs  are  most  generally 
attacked  ;  other  live  stock  in  good  condition 
and  healthy.  The  Hog  crop  is  nearly  as  large 
as  that  of  last  season  ;  very  few  Fat  Hogs  re- 
main in  feeders'  hands.  The  supply  of  Fat 
Cattle  and  Sheep  for  market  is  quite  limited. 

WARREN.— The  prevailing  drouth  has  been 
very  unfavorable    to  the  growth   of    Winter 
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Wheat,  which  is  somewhat  below  an  average 
in  condition  ;  the  crop  looks  better  since  the 
rains  ;  the  acreage  is  much  larger  than  last 
season.  Rye  is  below  an  average  in  condition, 
and  the  acreage  is  less  than  last  season.  The 
yield  of  Corn  is  about  up  to  the  good  average  of 
last  season,  and  the  quality,  excepting  the  late 
planting,  is  excellent.  There  has  been  some 
complaint  in  localities  of  Hog  cholera,  but  the 
loss  is  mainly  confined  to  pigs,  and  has  not 
been  as  great  as  in  previous  years.  The  present 
Hog  crop  is  somewhat  less  than  last  season, 
and  Hogs  have  been  in  great  demand  :  the  sup- 
ply for  shipment  is  much  below  that  of  previous 
years  at  same  date.  There  is  a  good  supply  of 
Fat  Cattle.  Sheep  in  rather  limited  number 
for  market. 

WASHINGTON.— Winter  Wheat  in  some  lo- 
calities injured  by  the  Hessian  Fly  and  dry 
weather.  Wheat  has  improved  since  the  late 
rains,  and  is  about  up  to  a  good  average  in  con- 
dition. Very  little  Winter  Rye  sown  in  the 
county.  ,  The  average  yield  of  Corn  per  acre  is 
some  better  than  last  season ;  considerable 
Corn  was  injured  by  the  wet  weather  in  Septem- 
ber and  October.  Farm  Animals  are  healthy 
and  in  good  condition  ;  very  little  complaint  of 
loss  of  Hogs  by  disease  ;  the  present  Hog  crop  is 
somewhat  larger  than  last  season  ;  the  supply 
on  hand  ready  for  maiket  equals  that  of  former 
years  at  coreesponding  date.  The  same  may  be 
said  of  Beef  Cattle  and  Fat  Sheep. 

WAYNE,— Winter  Wheat  was  damaged  some- 
what by  the  Hessian  Fly  early  in  the  season, 
and  there  was  complaint  of  injury  from  rust ; 
the  late  improvemeut  in  the  condition  of 
Winter  Wheat  is  unusual,  and  the  present  pros- 
pect is  encouraging  for  an  average  crop ;  the 
area  is  <much  larger  than  last  season.  Corn 
gathering  has  been  delayed  by  the  continued 
wet  weather,  which  has  damaged  a  portion  of 
the  crop  ;  counting  the  good  and  injured  Corn 
the  yield  per  acre  is  much  better  than  last  sea- 
son. There  has  hardly  been  enough  Hog 
cholera  in  the  county  to  be  worthy  of  mention . 
The  1879  Hog  crop  is  nearly  as  large  as  that  of 
last  season,  and  about  the  usual  supply  is  on 
hand  ready  for  shipment.  Fat  Sheep  supply  is 
limited.  The  number  of  Fat  Cattle  in  feeders' 
hands  is  about  the  same  as  last  season.  The 
Tobacco  crop  is  only  fair  as  to  yield  and  quality. 

WHITE.— Early  sown  Winter  Wheat  in  some 
localities  was  injured  by  the  Hessian  fly ;  the 
Wheat  has  about  recovered  from  the  effects  of 
the  drouth,  and  is  now  in  promising  condition  : 
the  acreage  is  larger  than  last  season.  Winter 
Rye  looks  well ;  the  acreage  exceeds  that  of 
1878.  Corn  was  considerably  damaged  by 
the  storm ;  with  this  exception,  the  aver- 
age yield  per  acre  is  the  best  for  years. 
Excepting  Hogs,  farm  animals  are  healthy  and 
in  thriving  condition  for  the  season.  There  is 
complaint  of  loss  of  Hogs  by  cholera  in  some 
sections ;  the  pigs  are  most  usually  attacked. 
There  will  not  be  as  many  Hogs  sent  to  market 
from  this  county  this  season  as  last ;  the  greater 
portion  of  the  Hog  crop  has  been  shipped.  The 
supply  of  Fat  Cattle  and  Sheep  in  farmers' 
hands  is  small. 

WHITESIDE.— Winter  Wheat  is  in  promising 
condition,  but  has  yet  to  pass  the  most  critical 
period  to  test  the  adaptability  of  Winter  Wheat 
to  this  climate  ;  there  has  been  a  large  increase 
in  the  acreage  of  Winter  Wheat  over  that  of 
the  previous  season,  and  if  the  results  of  this 
second  experiment  are  favorable  many  more 
farmers  will  be  induced  to  grow  Winter  Wheat 
hereafter.  Rye  is  in  good  condition  ;  the  acre- 
age is  much  less  than  last  season.    The  Com  is 


of  medium  quality  ;  some  complaint  of  light 
weight ;  the  average  yield  per  acre  is  about  the 
same  as  last  year.  There  has  been  some  loss  of 
Hogs  by  disease  the  past  season .  The  present 
Hog  crop  is  fully  up  to  that  of  the  previous 
year ;  the  number  sent  to  market  to  date  ex- 
ceeds that  of  1878,  and  the  supply  in  the  hands 
of  feeders  is  limited.  There  is  a  good  supply  of 
Fat  Cattle  and  Fat  Sheep  ready  for  market . 

WILL.— Winter  Wheat  is  not  extensively 
grown  injthe  county  ;  the  dry  weather  during  the 
fall  prevented  the  usual  growth,  and  the  condi- 
tion is  somewhat  below  an  average  ;  the  acre- 
age exceeds  that  of  the  previous  year.  The 
acreage  of  Rye  is  larger  than  last  season  ;  the 
condition  is  somewhat  below  an  average.  The 
Corn  crop  is  not  as  good  as  last  season,  either 
in  yield  per  acre  or  quality  ;  the  ea  rly  frost  in- 
jured all  the  late  corn.  Farm  animals  are 
healthy  aud  in  excellent  condition.  The  num- 
ber of  Hogs  fatted  for  the  1879  market  is  much 
below  that  of  the  previons  year ;  there  is  a 
limited  number  of  flogs  for  shipment  in  feed- 
ers'hands.  The  supply  of  Fat  Cattle  and  Fat 
Sheep  is  about  the  same  as  heretofore  at  this 
season. 

WILLIAMSON. — The  early  sown  Winter 
Wheat  was  damaged  by  the  Hessian  fly  ;  not- 
withstanding the  excessive  and  continued  rains 
the  Wheat  is  in  splendid  condition  ;  the  acre- 
age has  been  increased  over  that  of  last  year, 
and  the  prospect  is  encouraging  for  a  good 
crop.  Rye  is  above  an  average  in  condition  ; 
the  acreage  is  about  the  same  as  last  season.  In 
some  localities  there  has  been  some  loss  of 
Hogs  by  so-called  hog  cholera  ;  the  loss  is  less 
than  heretofore.  The  Hog  crop  of  the  county 
is  larger  than  that  of  1878,  and  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  crop  has  been  marketed.  There  is  a 
good  supply  of  Beef  Cattle  on  hand  reudy  for 
market.  There  is  a  limited  number  of  Fat 
Sheep  in  feeders'  hands.  The  heavy  rain  and 
wind  in  August  made  much  of  the  Corn  fall 
down,  and  where  not  gathered  early  was  badly 
damaged.  The  average  yield  per  acre  is  better 
than  last  season  ;  the  quality  is  not  as  good. 

WINNEBAGO^-Owing  to  the  dry  weather  in 
the  fall  much  of  the  Winter  Wheat  acreage  was 
not  seeded  until  late,  and  the  growth  is  not  as 
usual ;  the  condition  is  improving  and  is  nearly 
up  to  an  average  ;  there  is  a  large  increase  in 
the  acreage  over  that  of  the  previous  year.  The 
yield  per  acre  of  Corn  will  compare  favorably 
with  that  of  1878 ;  the  quality  is  good  and  the 
crop  has  been  saved  in  good  condition.  Hog 
cholera  is  prevailing  in  a  few  localities  ;  the  loss 
is  not  great ;  no  specific  has  been  discovered  for 
the  disease  or  diseases,  as  nearly  every  ailment 
of  Swine  is  called  by  the  name  of  cholera.  The 
1879  Hog  crop  is  much  less  than  that  of  the 
previous  year,  and  the  greater  portion  of  the 
surplus  has  been  marketed.  There  is  an  unusu- 
ally large  surplus  of  Beef  Cattle,  in  feeders' 
hands,  for  the  season.  The  number  of  Fat 
Sheep  ready  for  market  is  about  the  same  as 
usual. 

WOODFORD.— There  is  a  good  stand  of 
Winter  Wheat,  and  the  condition  is  much  above 
a  good  average ;  the  acreage  largely  exceeds 
that  of  the  previous  year.  Rye  Iooks  well,  and 
the  condition  is  promising.  The  Corn  crop  is 
much  better  than  that  of  the  previous  year : 
nearly  all  gathered  in  good  condition,  and  the 
quality  is  excellent.  There  has  been  but  little 
Hog  cholera  in  the  county,  and  the  disease  has 
been  confined  principally  to  light  Hogs.  The 
number  of  Fat  Hogs  prepared  for  market  is  less 
than  last  season,  and  the  great  bulk  of  the  crop 
hasgone  to  market.  There  is  a  limited  supply 
of  Fat  Cattle  and  Sheep  awaiting  shipment.

FLAX  SEED. 

The  acreage  devoted  to  the  culture  of  Flax  in  1879  exceeds  that  of  the  previous  season.  The 
crop  is  mainly  grown  for  the  seed,  and  has  proved  quite  remunerative  on  suitable  soils.  The 
1879  area  of  110,016  acres  was  distributed  over  thirty-nine  counties  in  the  State,  and  produced  an 
average  of  nine  bushels  per  acre,  which  is  a  better  return  than  for  the  two  preceding  years. 
The  average  price  per  busliel  of  $1.30  returns  the  producer  $11.70  per  acre,  or  $1,296,753  for  the 
entire  crop  of  the  State.  The  table  (pages  28-29)  gives  the  acreage,  yield  and  value  of  the  crop 
by  counties. 

AGRICULTURAL  STATISTICS. 


The  great  value  of  the  Crop  Statistics  of  this  Department  mainly  consists  in  their  early  and 
prompt  appearance  during  the  growing  season,  and  immediately  after  harvest,  when  the  infor- 
mation as  to  condition  and  yield  is  most  needed  to  enable  the  producer  and  legitimate  dealer  to 
decide  as  to  the  supply  and  value  of  the  crop. 

The  last  official  acreage  of  the  several  crops,  as  reported  by  assessors,  is  used  as  a  basis  for 
applying  the  estimate  of  crop  correspondents  as  to  the  area  and  yield  of  the  growing  crops,  and 
it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the  estimates  of  correspondents  will  more  than  closely  approximate 
the  assessed  returns  reported  the  year  following. 

The  estimates  of  correspondents,  with  few  exceptions,  have  been  below  the  returns  of 
assessors  made  the  succeeding  year,  and  during  the  last  three  years  the  reports,  when  compared 
with  the  assessment,  have  confirmed  the  superior  judgment  and  careful  observations  made  by 
correspondents,  who  are  farmers  of  experience  and  standing,  and  largely  interested  in  the 
accuracy  of  the  returns,  and,  as  a  rule,  are  inclined  to  the  side  of  conservatism. 

The  value  of  complete  statistics  is  not  fully  appreciated  except  by  a  very  limited  number, 
and  this  meagre  number  is  mainly  composed  of  capitalists,  who  largely  influence  the  public 
sentiment  for  or  against  an  enterprise  or  locality. 

No  better  investment  can  be  made  by  a  State  or  county  than  of  funds  judiciously  expended 
in  collecting  and  publishing  all  the  statistics  relating  to  the  character  of  the  soils,  crops  pro- 
duced, mineral  resources,  school  privileges,  transportation  facilities,  sanitary  influences,  bonded 
or  other  indebtedness,  rates  of  taxation,  etc.  While  some  of  this  data  might  not  be  as  favora- 
ble, or  all  that  could  be  desired,  it  would  give  the  capitalist,  manufacturer  and  farmer,  seek- 
ing location  or  investment,  definite  information  not  furnished  by  other  more  favored  localities, 
and  result  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  more  enterprising  community.
